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INTRODUCTION. 


The only explanation which is conceived necessary, to render the 
scheme of the following Calendar fully understood, is Uiat the Christiiui 
months indicated at the top of each page, divide the Native months 
as they appear, represented in the space below allotted to tbetr names ; 
January, for example, partakes of the Hindoo months, Marroo, 
Polish and Magh ; Giizeratt, Duxun and Concan, Margashirsli and 
Poush ; and Malabar, Dhanuh and Magarain ; the ^arsee iiiontlis 
Shaenshoyee, Teer and Am 'ordad ; Kudmee, Amoordad and Sharaver ; 
and the date of Nowroz 120 tu 156 ; and the Mahommedan months 
Zilliiiz and Mohurruin. 

From the Columns is to be collected that the 1st of January corres- 
ponds with the- 8th of Poush Yud, Maroo ; and the 8tk of Margashirsh 




the 6th of Teer Shaenshoyee, the 6tli of Amoordad Kudniee ; and the 
126 day of Nowroz, or |^udiii»'e ; and the ‘Jlst of Zilbuz Maboinme- 
jdan ; and so throughout the year. 

^It may here be observed ihiit the Hindoo Lunar months invariably 
consist of SO Tithees, or Lunar days ; and the whole month is divided 
into two equal parts, of 15 Tithees each ; the one called Shookla 
Puksh, or Snood ;.<»i^i^riglu half or increase of the moon . the other, 
the Krishna Puksh, or Vud, the dark half or decrease of the Moon.-— 
The Lunar month begins on the western side of India, and south of 
the Nurvuda river, with the 6rst day of the Siiookla Puksh, (shood 
prutipuda) or bright half ot the Moon.— At Benares, Oojain, and the 
.countries north of the Nurvuda, the lunar month begins with the first 
day of the Krishna Puksh, (Vud prutipuda^ or dark half of the Moon. 

The first, is designated the Sliooktadee mode of reAtoning; and the 

latter, the KrUhnadee. — Tlie lunar y<ar begins with the first day of 
the Siiookla Puksh, or bright half ol’the Moon in Cliytr, both north 
,and south of the Nurvuda, in every countir in India : but as the dark 
Jialf of the Moon precedes the other, or Siiookla Puksh, at Benares, 
ihe half lunar month of Chytr is taketi from the last lunar month gf 
the year preceding, and considered to belong tn it. 

It has been already stated the lunar inotitli invari|bly consists of 80 
Tithees or lunar days, but it lias been customary with all eastern na- 
tions, in order to regulate their fasts and Festivals, to drop certain lu- 
nar days, and to reckon others twice, to make up the deficiency : tho 
first of these are termed by the Hindoos, Kshiivu TitheCs (perisha- 
^ ble days,) and the days repeated twice are called Vridh Tithees, (ad- 
ditional days.) The rule of these is exceedingly simple.— Those lunar 
dayg op which the sun dues not rise, (Sooryoduyii nuheen) are struck 
out, those in which it rises twice are vridh, or additional : and it is 
obvious that such circumstances will occur about 6 times in the course 
of the lunar yeag, ^ 

There are at present two Branches of the Panees, who differ one 
month in the year from each other ; those that forward one month in 


their year are etyled Kadmees, and the rest Shaenslioyees.— The pre- 
•enticheme embraces the Parsee ^ra of Yezdezerd, commonjy styled 
Kudmee or Dareeayee Nowroz, or Sea reckoning the same being made 
use of in all nautical calculations among the Asiatic Mariuers, the new 
year of which always commences on the Ist day of Furverdeen, the 
Kudmee reckon the new' year and the Dur^eayee Nowroz to fall on 
the 29th of August, one month earlier than the commencement of the 
Shaenshoyees’ new year.— It also embraces tlie Parsee Mro. of Yezde- 
zerd, commonly called Shaenshovee, the new year of which generally 
begins on the Ist day of Furvenlcen^ the Shaenshoyee compute the 
new year to commence from the 2Bth of September, a month later than 
the commencement of the Kudmees new year. 

The first day of Mohurrum, or the commencement of the year, is or- 
dinarily reckoned from the first appearonce of the Moon after the con- 
junction observed from eminences of any sort, or even in cloudy wea- 
ther from the time at which, but for these obstacles, it would be visi- 
ble : and this can scarcely happen earlier than 24, or later than 48 
hours after the conjunction. — After this manner, each several mdvth is 
reckoned, and the lapse of 12 such months, constitutes the Maliomme- 
4an year. 

We have also endeavoured to discriminate the' Feasts and Festivals 
of each Nation by dilferent sorts of Type ; the Hindoos for example, 
we have distinguished by Itonian small letters, as Poush Shood ; the 
name of the Malabar month by itomuii capitals, as MAGAIIAM ; the 
Parsees by tliesnfall capitals, as Asioordad j and the Mahonimedan, 
by Italic small letters, as Mohurrum.

In 
every thing the presidency of Bombay (like Madras,) is subor^aie to the 
Biiprerne Government, namely, the Governor OenereloiTndliffi Council. 

CCiXSf ATB^— Itisin general healthy and in one respect posseases advaiitagea over 
the other presidencies, In nearly ila whole extent being under the geni* 
al influence of the Seabreeze. Tile annual mean temperature is Irsa 
than prevails in Bengal and Madras. Tiie hills called Maliablesliwur 
form the Sanatarium of the presidency and constitute a deligbtlul retreat 
during the liot season. During the niansoon, Poona, situated above the 
Ghauts, is also an Agreeable place of resort from the unheal tbiriess which 
prcTaile at Jo w altitudes during the rains.

Tlifl constunt Intritrnes of the Portii{;ue«e^ who were more ftuceefsful tlmn (he 
En$;liBh in forming alliiiiees with the iiutiYes, dtrecteil them lo otiiain pORsessioii 
ofjloiubay : fur In aildttion to the security which the place afionled from ih« 
pimeiet ofUie English, who were, much alarmed at the bticctineering conduct of 
the nntivct then In alliance wiili the Poiliigiie!ie,itHls(> possessed thendvantage 
of a Mfe httvon where to lepair their vessi U and 8er\eil as a depot for the Qiler- 
chninllxc procured at fiiiiar, Din arid the coast oi Araliia. The Portugnese 
ware desirous lo obtain posiuiesion of the Islattd j-eriuatientty. At this periiMl it 
heloiiged to or w^s Riihject ton Clietree Chief or !^ulselte, lesidingat Tuniinh. 
'iliis negotiaiioii whs 8u'cce.sHliii,nnd lloinhay waaerded to the Portuguese in 1530 
iofselher with the Island nfMulserte, hy the riiiiiig chief wlio was an Usurper 
and aarioiisly ofraid that his conduct would be \isiipd uith deatli at the instant * a 
of the Muhoniniedaus wlio wcic in paramoiiiii pesHcs.*<Uiii of nearlv the whole 
of Western 1 ml iu. The acquisition of lioinhay whs «ieued by tlie Kn^li.^hwith 
Hindi Jealousy, nod beived ns a thorn in the sklr of th** latter almost irremedi- 
able* An Opportunity h never offered lornhtHinuut ^vhut had been long regard-’' 
ed aa wdeslderatiiin, und in ilie ne<'o(iation witli l*o>^iiii:ni for the alliance Of the 
Infanta Catlierinc to < liailes 11, the cession of tin* island of Eomhay. in dowry 
with ihiit Priiiceas was urged asti sineqiia non. The terms were accepted and 
in ICOl tin*. island was foriiialiy ceded to Great Britain. Tiie Portuguese resi- 
'deiits were resolved not to cftinply witii the terms of tlie ces.sion ;nrHi in conseque- 
nce, the Diihe of Marlboioiigii was despatclied f»n the piut of the Kim;. TIiMt no- 
bieiuaiitook wftli liini a regiment of troops us well to enforce the net of cession 
as to retain a permonent (jamVon in the place. In Sepi^Mnber 150:2, the King’s 
iSiprcseiitative arrived, and in a formal inauiier deniuialed of the Portii}iiiese 
(jovernor the unconiiiiioiiHl surrender of Uoiiibiiy und its dependencies, Malifni 
and Siilsetiu, ‘Hie Oovenior refused compliance with the hitter part ot the de- 
inand end insisted that lliLM'eesIoii of the dependencies was neither stipulated 
nor contemplated by In'* master, tlie King of Portugal. The Duke landed Ids troops 
on ('aranjuh and 'departed with the view of obfaiiiiiig a reinforcpinent from 
an^ of His Majesty’s or the Company's Ships at SuraC In the meantime the 
lumsinu <if the islund attacked the troops so seriously und was followed l»y siicli

nual payment, since greatly uucinentcd, fur the heuetft of^the Tmijoiml 'l*reiisurv * 
ill 105? 'the Cniiirv.iiiy ab’indniied Surat, as the emporium of llieir trade, and 
removetf their estajiilisljmeiit to lluiuhay ; which was cofislltnted a regency and 
rorimratiuii '.liuUir the diiectioii of Sir Jolm Chird — the first Governor of the 
’^Presidency of BoiiAniy, whoso remains, en his death, were interred in the Eirglish 
DnriHl (iround, ilnuli prohabiiny ut Colaba.

It was not uutil 
1530 when* its cession was a ranted to the Portuguese by a Bhongule Chief of 
Salsette, of whose principality or State it fonned a su hording te part, that U 
forces itself upon our attention ; and even at tliat early period in the settleineot 
and tradeof ifaePortuguese its importance for cotuDiercial purposes, was unknown, 
save as jb haven disiingnlslMid for its safeU, the hospitality and the good feel- 
ing evinced by its native iiibibitauts to the Aleichant-Captains of the Viceroya 
•I Portugal. This desideratum tecomniended it to the attention ot the Bng- 
lisb, who negotiated with the Portuguese tor the newly acquired settieiuenl and 
it was made over to Great Britain in 1661 ; but seven years after, it was irans- 
ferred to the East India Company. From the period of its latter cession, 1668, 
may date the era of the eommeroial prosperity of Bombay, and which doubt- 
less undsr the fostering cere and enterprise of the English would have soon ob- 
tained a higher degree of importance hml it not been tor the existence of a fac- 
tory at Surat, added to the circumstance of the nature of the Company's invest- 
ments being such as were either supplied directly frsm the weavers or by the 
native Surat Merchants, who carried to that city the produce of the Coast of 
Malabar, the East Coast of Africa and the porta of Arabia and tlio Persian 
Gulf. In all probability Bombay would linvc edntinued to occupy a second-rate 
importance but for the duplicity of the Mouul's officers at Surat, added to the 
political effects which followed tlio rising power oftite Mahraitas and the trif- 
ling imporlance ot Bengal as the sdeiie of commercial and political operaiJons. 
At tho time of its cession, to tbe Conipany, the official returns exhibit but£M3SI 
per annnm as its gross revenue,— being the poy of tho present Collector of 
Customs, or about the Three thousandth part ol its present onnual reveiiuel 
The facilities which Boiobny otiered as a haven rccoinmcnded It as a depot 
for tbe repairing and constructing of vessels ; ami accordingly we find that in the 
veer 1671, but three years after the Company hud oblHined possession of it, it 
received sigiilficaiil distinction by thf esliihlhnmentof a Mint and tho cominence- 
meiit of building two ships, anil the same nuinbor of brigutines. Us reluhrity 
for sbipbuiltUng has kept pace with its progrcssineveryotherrespecl- 

The wars between Bivajee and the, Ireat Mogul materially affected trading 
0 )>erations,and iiecessviriiy involved tlie Company’s estublishments in Western 
India. Literally driven from 8u rat in 1685 the (lovcrniiiHiit was removed to 
this island, and the jealousies wiiiolihai existed between tbe Ootenior of Surat 
. and the Deputy (jovenvir of B«)tnh'iy being happily destroyed, (by tim removal 
V* the executive to Bombay) the luttei fjuiid in tiie adniiiiirtiralion of Sir John 
Uhfc'd} an able proiuotecofcominerclal eiiterprize ; ami by tho protection he, as 
Governor General and Admiial, :tdord -d to the native traders from the p:ratiual 
attacks of ihe IV'^aliratlas, At'Mli.s and Dutch, the conntry-trade received a new 
impetus, thereby cotistit<iliii;> Ilorubuy the emporium ol'tlie west and north-west 
Coasts of the peninsula, and ol the Pi rsiaii >io(l Arabian gulphs. Tin* aniiuui re- 
venue was now augmenti'.: to ('xen thouhand pounds slcrlingyoqiml to the pre* 
sent eiriolhmaiits of a single meinher of roiincll,or the Chief jmsiice of the Su-* 
preine Court of. ludicatiire ! The uroiMiig prosperity of Bombay marked it for 
the scene of piratical pluiiot'r : uiMo thr; de<)tli of Bir John Cirild,8Bei humbling 
the Mogul navy at Surat, Hoinh-iy was blockaded by the notorious Biddee pnatr 
whose fleet and army produced siii'h i:onslcrnQiion that jpceourie was had io the 
payment ofa large sum, on which tbe Siddeo withdrew The presfdciiov bad 
•earcely recovered from ihn dis.isirous effects of the blockade tlian the appesif- 
anceof European pirates ai^uin arrested the progress of commerce- I'h-: depre- 
datiODiof these freebooters were notcouflneu to qespoiling tbe English vessels, but

*'Jn 1064*0, CepUin Krgwin negocieted a trruty with Bajah Sambajee, from 
^bem he recovered 13,UOO paitodat due to (lie Coioi uny : mid on the lUth of No- 
vember, 1664, he Burreudered the iaiaiul to^ir Tbomiyi (jraiitbam, on conditioti 
of a seneial pardon to hiioeelf and Ida adhertuta. He bad not, it eppean, em* 
beisl^d and of the Companv’e money in the fort, which was restored to them en- 
tire, but bad aubaijkled on Uie revenues of the ieland. 

*'lii 1666, the seat of the' Eld lab government wai orderedto be transferred from 
Buret to Bombay, and next year, Mr John Child dying, the otHre of President 
dtvolvtdtm Mr. Harris, then a prisoner atSurat, but released by the Slogul go- 
vepkor next year. 

III 1668-6, the siddliee*a fleet (MoguPi admiral) Invaded Bombay, and got 
possession of’ Maliein, MazMgoii, and Sion, and kept tins giivernor and garrison 
oeaieged In tha town and castle. An order was sc^in after obtained from Aur- 
ongxebe, directina the sidhee to wiilidraw his tmopa ; but the evacuation did not 
take place nntil the 62d of June, 1690, when the lands belonging to the Pt>rtn- 
guese Jesuits were seized, they having been active in proiuoting the views oi the 
elddee during the invasion. 

**111 1601-8, the population of Bombay was much reduced by^the pla^ie, of tho 
civil servants only three remahiinff aliie ; and in 1004, Sir Jushaa Uuyer arriv- 
ed, as Governor at Bombay ^wlilcTi hefoniulina divusirous stale, principally 
aauacd by the depredatfoni of the Kngllali pirates on the Otlocnl ships, Aureng- 
aebe insisting lliut all tha loss susmined by his siibjecis Hhoiild be made good by 
the East India Company. These pirates in 1098 possessed two frJgalca, ofHO guns, 
off Cape Comorin, under Captain Kidd, who was aiterwards taken and banged i 
•ne of 50, one of 40, and one of 30 guns, ott the Malabar Coast. 

‘Mn IC^'9, Sir Nicholas >Valtc was npoointed resident at Surat, on the part of 
the New or Englisli Company ; and In 1700, Hy his intrigues, prucnred the im- 
prisonment of Sir John Gaycraud Mr. Colt, the Oldor Lundon Comp!iny,B ser- 
vants. At this lime Bombay was in a very weakly state, mid under eouatant 
alarm of invasion from the MahoraUas, Arab^or Poringiiese. In l70*J-3, It 
was again visited by the plague, which carried on many buiidreda of the nativai, 
and reduced the sarriion to 76 men. 

1706, the two rival Conpanlcs having united, Sir Nicholas Waite was dis- 
missed, but 5ir John Gayer, the legitimate governor, still ciHitiuiiing in confloe- 
ment at Surat, Mr. tlslabic wos appointed ; and such wes the coniinuod i>i*ble- 
nesaof the settlement, tbni the Bombay guveruinciitthis year declined receiving 
an envoy from the King of Persia, for Icar he should observe the weakiiesa ol the 
piece, both by sea and land ” 

The changes whicli Bombay baa undergone both in its external appearance 
and internal management have been many ; but the old walls and ways rontinu- 
edehiefly to exiat till within ibe last eighty or ninety years. About eigiity years 
ago the residences of Europeans withiit the Fort— dcarce one was without— -were 
low bungalows now used as Godowns; above these reared, in what viaa then 
eonaidered majestic magnificence, Government Mouse (the present Secretariate) 
and the Becoud House, called so In consequence of the Second lueinher of 
Council ocenpving it. What are now used as the offlcca of the Civil pay depart- 
ment, CoioniiaaariatPJcc. was formerly the Secretariate in which the thief Sec- 
retary resided. There were then two Custom llouaea, one situated where ft 
Sa It preteiit : the other, which was used for the collection of Petty Cus- 
tome, is ndw the Fort Barracks. Until the commencement of the present cen- 
tury the rate of Coaforosduty was fixed at 6^ percent ;but rarely mote than 
8 percent. WA phid aa the rate was fixed on the market value, and the latter 
was determined by a Puneliayet of the Merchants. The Collector of Coitoma 
received no fixed Salary, but wos allowed in lieu a small percentage on the 
amount of duties collected. In these'* old limes** (be bosiness of all publle 
oAeea eomieencrd at 8 am. was carried on until 19 at noon, when prineipals 
and fifberdfllietea retired to their di'iuera, returned to tha oflleei at 9 r v i sad

To live without the i'orl of fioiuhay, eighty or even fifty years ago was consi- 
dered ns' insecure as to reside in tin: I.md of the Uzbees Tin; PuJice arrange - 
meiils were scarce vioithy of floit uppellHlioii, being under tlm su|ici'inteudeiica 
of one of ilic twelve nievnber-i ut tJouocil. chcIi in turn nnderUking for one mouth 
to preserve the peace and property of tin; good lieges ! 'I'Jiib Uouncil partook of 
the character of a rovi>'g con rnissKiii, t>ir during one luonlh u member was t^liief 
of the Police and diiected other mnnicipul uir.iiigemcnts, the siKCcssive months 
found him nt burnt, \hmrd*iba(l, .kc. uiiuojt u:* legulitr in hiH inoveaunb , as the 
signs in tin: Zodiar were visible in ilie in:a\e.ns. bunic were good peace 
protectors ; others indiircrcnt, or bad ; until ubout I71J0 wbeii Mr. Tod was ap- 
pointed lii,.ili ('unsinlde or (.'liitM'of the Police. At thut period the esplanade 
niul parts licyoiid were ehielly iiiiiglc ; it was always iiiibale to travel beyond 
tin: (ort w.itls, and at night nothing would induce ii native to go- without the 
gates of the fort. About 180'i a lire occuru'd in the Jlimino section of theTort, 
wliicli consumed ncariy (be wiiule of the native lioiisis, excriiiing the Parsee 
dwellings. The Hind no population then rieetcd n new town onuldc, in the 
neighbouiliood of the Mooiii) ndaxec pagoda wliicli now exceeds, both iu the num- 
ber of houses niul the uuioani ofmhabitauts fnrt itself. 

'the great dread in which the auihoriiu's wcic kept in from fears of French 
invasion leil to soiin: great irnpiovciueina ami nlterutioiis in the town and its ap- 

f iroaciios. Tin- part which now forms the esplnnude was cleared of jungle, the 
louses winch 'ind been erected were removed, and an old windiuill which impart- 
ed to the jidjacciit country an idea of the rural biinplicity which prev.ut. d in 
the mot Kar country loll beneath the opeiatious which calculated on causing 
the land uppioaclica to the lull to be whuil\ .siil-merged or laid bare on the ap- 
peal atice ul an enemy ! 

Boiiiboy and tliij adjacent couiilry olFcred as little inducement to the tourist 
as it did varielv tu its inhabitants. Beyond tlic nnincdiale vicinity of Bombay 
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cntmcfl and the import {dtparlinent on the left hand of the bniUling. Tbii 
erraiiffement wiU he excuedingly judicious. Tlie business of the customs d cparl* 
ment has graillj nngmented : the value of goods wbicli psssed din ing Uia year 
1843<44 amounted to Kt. 13,19,91^3 for linporu, and Rs. 10,46,34,715 tor Kx- 
porta. 

Bovngr GiiUEM.— Thiais the open space within the fort of lloinbay, 
and is almut the same sfxeos Tiudhlgar sgoareeit Cliaring Cross, It forineriy 
constituted the place of rendesvobs now supplied by the KiplHnadc; here, un tit 
the introduction of carriages at the commencement of the present century, wi^re 
wont to assemble the eZife of Bombay. About 1910. the green was little' butter 
than a Metalffid Cotton stored for here were deposited Iron bars,&c. and bales 
of Cotton, which now are either placed in private godowns or on the csplaimdo 
near the Apollo pier. Bombay Qreen formed the rendesvous until that 
which is now called the Esplanade was cleared of the jungle which until 1705 
covered its whole extent, from the nlaco of the ** two tombs'’ at Colaba to Ihu 
Marine Lines. The abandonment or the present Seeretariate by the ' (lovernot 
fbr the more rommod ions building at Parellgavea blow to the dignity of the 
green sward within the fort. Its importance, notwithstanding the erection cf 
the statue in its centre, hecamo less : but it now promises to revive under the 
surveillance of the Agri-Horticultural Society of Bomboy, which has taken it 
under its protection and under the sanction of Government is shout to convert, 
it ii'to a flower garden, with public walks, Ac. thus , const Muting it once more 
a place of retreat for the resloents wlthiu the fort, equal to the growing und iiii* 
proving importance of Bombay. 

The Town Hall.— This is a cbmparatively new and noble building, erected 
In 1B31 -S3 and devoted to Government and nmnicipal pur poses. It is l^rora a 
design ofColonel Cowper of the Engineer's. The Town llaJi occupies the eastern 
aide of Beiiibay Green and imparls a commanding, appesrsnee to the view. In 
>1703 an attempt was made at general improvemont and in particular to erect a 
Town Hall from the proceeds of a Lottery sebeox^Aut iho plan failed and the 
scheme was abandoned. The Town Hall consists of t frontage of about laO feet : 
the centre is a prdimont supported by six fluted columns, below the base of 
which there are 90 si G|s. In the cent rr oi ihc building is a largo Hall used 
.eccnsionally, fer public nsieuiblagei on a riquisltion innrfeto theBiicrlif. Ou the 
rjplit hand is n marble statue of Sir 1 harles forbrs, executed by Chantrey at the 
erst of the natives of Boii.bay, who, to mark their sense of Sir Charles appitived 
'.^services as e fellow citizen, subscribed towards a raonunicnt to be erected to IMk 
4memorv. On the right hand oi the Hall is tho Council Chamber und other o(fi< 
>Tcc8of the Government. On the left are the rcomt of the Asinttc Society, cou- 
4iiaining the MbrAry and Museum, which for coropaclness, coinpleteucss and in- 
teresting eontenia, equal any establiebment of Hie kind. On the ground floor, 
in the centre nvd ot the rear of the building is the Civil pay ofliro, und the Ceuit 
of Krquesta. To i he right are the rroiua, ol the Gergranidrsl Society the. Hor- 
ticultural Soriety ; lo liir left the oiTefsof the Medical Beard, Ac. Ibe inspec- 
tion of the building, we believe, is patent to visiro/s. ^ 

'riiR CASTLit. - In tbe rear of the Town Hall is the Castle, whkh originoily 
constiloted a building of vast importance to the inhabitants of Bombay, who 
on the incursions of tbe Mabrattaa sought security within its preeJnets. Here 
are nominally passed all the dccrcss and ofticial transactions of Government, 
which bear date** Bombay Castle”. The fori flag staff In placed near one of 
the turrets. The Castle is chiefly used as the arsenal ; here are also the oflkcH 
of the Government Saving's Bank. 

Tub MiBT.-^This is a large, commodious but dingy-looking building, situated 
between the Town Hall and the King's Barracks. 

^ Pat aud CouiiiseAiiy GxhPHAL'a Oppirae.— Th^se are situated cn the 
opposite side ol Bombay Gipenand originally foimcd the Secrctariato, until the 
Govemoi changed bis place of residence to Parcll. On iltc East port, near the 
old Bombay Tbeatre, stand the CoDJinisrary General’s Olhcis, whera are kept In 
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Iirgfe vaU apirtti. Beer kt. for the department. The aontli front is occupied a| 
officei for the Military and Marine pay departments. To the right hand are the 
offices ot the master In Erinity, of the Supreme Court and at the left extremity 
are the offices of the Ecclesiastical Registrar pf ibe Supreme Conrt.

The church is dedicated to St. Thomas and was convert- 
ed into a Cathedral on the appointment of a protestant Bishop at Bombay. With- 
in the building are several neat but Interesting monuments some from the chisel 
. of the two great modern maslerft. The building itself is inferior to many parish 
ehurcliea in England and possessi^s neither ornament nor grace to recommend it. 

Tif E SbcRbtari ATK.—Tliis building situated on the western side of Bsmbay 
flreon formed the Government House of olden time it was converted into the 
offices of the Secretariate on the completion of the new residence at Parell. It 
is a plain and uninteresting bailditig, surrounded hy & garden in the north east 
angle of which stands the office of the Town ivi&jor. Here are transacted i he 
executive business of Oovcriimenl the political, civil and reveniial depart- 
ments. 'I'lie secretaries in each d^ttment are assisted by Europeans now de- 
signated uncon van a ted assistarts, bnt formerly cal led .Clerks; and in each de- 
partment there is a great number of sectloners and examiners : many of the latter 
are Europeans. To the establishment has been added several book-binders to 
arrange and bind up the records. Tho garden is planted with mulberry trees, 
the leaves of which are given to the ailk worms belonging to Mr. de Ramos, the 
assistant superintendent of silk culture in the Konkan, 

Sin Jamsetjkr Jbrjp.rii)iot'8 -^he residence offhlsweollhy and enterpris- 
ing Parsee gentleman is situated in/llornby row, fronting the esplanade.lt is one 
of the neatest build incs within the fort : the interior arrangements ore elegant 
and complete. The above distinguished individual whose benevolence is neitliet 
shortened by the extent of the misery he beneficently relieves nor precluded by 
distance from exercising its most geninl influence has received the warmest and 
most signal approbation of the Queen of Great Britain, to whom his benevolence 
nnd enterprise, indicated a fit object for Royal distinction.' This was marked by 
creating Jamsetjee .Tedeeblioy , a Knight of the United Kingdom. Sir Jamseljce 
Jeeleeblioy. tho founder of hisfamily^s fame and fortune, was brought up 
with hia father-in-law, who was an extensive merchant. Young Jamsetjee made 
•everal voyages to China, and it is said in one of these trips, formed a friendship 
with the Naooda, Mahomed All Rogay, which time has served only tocement. The 
trade of the house increased greatly, owing in great meaaure to the exertions 
of the supercargo, Jamsetjee. 1813-] 4 his father-in-law died and Jamsetjep 
Je)eebhoy, the heir, carried on trade and has continued to do soon his own ac- 
count, in connection with Mahomed All Rogay and latterly his sons, until the ex- 
tent olhis commercial transactions and the amount of credit attaelied to his re- 
putation is without a parallel in modern times. 

finnOFEAN Gbkbbal Hospital— This admirable institution which hag 
so largely contributed to relieve the siifibrings of that portion of humanity wIiIgIi 
form its ubjeot8,i8 situated next to Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy’s in Hornby Rcw. 
ft is a low old fuhioned building, having much the resemblaiice of old alms 
houses In England. It la nevertheless airy and the arrangements are very efli- 
Hit. The institution Is as its name implies a general hospital, no othemcom- 
mdatlon,on the part of Europeans Is reouired than that they stand in need of 
idicol assistanoe. During the past year tne Qovernitfent has resolved lo remove 
.he Hospital to some more eligible situation, it is said Government intends to 
erect the new Eur« General Hospital at Colaba, opposite to the Grant buUdingg,*

Betwixt the 
hours of 2 and 4, anti 8 ami 10 a. m. and v M., the Barometer and tSirupieso me- 
ter are read every ten minutes. Tim number oi readings regUteied daily amount 
to above 280 ; besides ah uit half as many occasional readings, all ofwliich are 
afterwards corrected, tabled, iiii.l lithographed at the observatory, by the .Assis- 
tants.

GHAVr Atii) CoLAIu'BulI..Ul^ru8. - These buildings biitwere recently arectad 
and form one oi the great Mercantile improvements nt tiie Prasidaney 
undertakan at tlm co^ of soiiie of the raerciriuts of Bombay largely engnged in 
tiiaahipinent of raw <%tton. 'fliey wero commenced about two years a-.'o nnd ara 
now nearly completed. Tliei** biiildings are the largest erectioiia of the kind near 
Bombay, they are sitnuted on sinall (\daba, at iihoiit one mile distant fruiu tha 
Vort, and were called iiflar the luinily iiiiiuc of ii former (lovcnuir. Sir Ituiiert 
Grant. The Mercantile linns whose otiices are in the }iriiici|ial huildiiig are:

T. 11. Ricliinonil,--Rinl (birseljee Cownsjee Sons and Co, There is a very 
lioromoflioiis Bunder iiert, lately erected and culled Artliur Bunder, after our 
present worthy (iovcnior Sir Ceoigc Aitliiir. Tiiere are also improved cranes

CobAOA Causkwav —T his Causeway which cnimccts the Islands of Colaba 
■with Bombay wus erected in the year-li:>8 previous to which time a U-rry was 
estabiiihed here. The aunslructioii of this woik is a great iniproveincnt, hut it 
it said tiiai os it denies u free piissnize to the I tie at high water ; the sea hns in 
conieqiierice made nnd coninines to make very serious encroaclnnent on the 
esplanade and Back Bay, where it has completely swept owuv the s-a ^Vall which 
formerly existed along the Be.ich. The causeway is nearly half a mile in length 
by about filty feat in width, and on escUside is a laised footpaili fur the con- 
venience of fi'Oi pRsseiiger.s. There is no toll and free passage is allowed to every 
kind of vehicle proceeding to or from the town. 

Apollo Bunoek,— T his is a siiachms pier built of stone, nnd, next to the 
Costoin House Bunder, is the general place where passengers and merchundiz* 
are landed or proceed on ship board. Bach siiie or curb is proiected by iron posts 
and ohiiins to fpevent persgris from tailing into theses. Here also are several 
large and powerful cranes for the lading or unlading of small craft which are 
usaally moored alongside the Bunder and convey cotten, &c. to the ship or land 
U for the purpose of its being screwed prior to final shipment. Tliia usetul ua^ 
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drrlakinswnronitrueteil nt the joint (tpenu of the Ooremmcnt «nd merchant* 
of Moiiiba) , nnd completed in 1840.

Dady's bu LLDi no. -This large pi.e of buildings, the several pans of which 
form inercantiie otlices, the Police olflee, &c. , was formerly called Admiralty 
house, the garden ol which ]oiiied that of old Cuierrniieut lioitse, now the Secre- 
lariats. Dady’s Iluildings were erected by a Parsee, Daily Nasserwnnjee, the 
Qrandfatlier of the present Cursetjee Ardasecr. The proprietor was a merchant 
and it Is aiiid acciimuluted wrulth by trading largely, and by enterprising 
projects, which coutiibured greally to the impruveiiient of Bombay. This same 
l3ady Nasserwarijce limit aho, the* large houae at Amhrolle, known ns the Kev. 
Dr. Vl'ilsoiPs and now lifted as a Mission House of the Free CJhiirch of Bcoiland. 
Dady likewise built ihn houi> at Breach Candy, called the Crow's Nest, at pre- 
sent occupier! by Professor Orieb.ir. 

Cotton Sen kws. - There uie several Screws employed for Pressing Cotton 
which are chiefly under the inaiiiigeineiit of Companies. Various iiiiproveiuenta 
have from time to tiinr^ been introduced in pei;|ecting the machines employed. 
Dady Masserwunjee establblteil '.Screws of which the father of Jeejeebhuy Dada- 
bhoy' Ksq*, wai luanuger. Dr Scott introduced scvenil alterations, and of lata 
the Cotton Screws have been brought t» a siate of comparative perfection under 
the scientific skill uf Mr. Cardwell of ihe firm of Higginson and Cardwell, iner- 
ehaiits. The Screws aie woraed by m<\tus ot capsians ami employ a great num- 
ber of hands. It may suilire to Kiiuinerate the establishments, which consist of 
the Company’s Screws, the Apollo Sm’ws, Remington’s Screws. 

Uknehal Poi$t Omc]{.-> I his IS a neat and well arranged building ; the se- 
veral depart iiUMits are ki'pt distinct, thus avoiding all uonliision. Betwixt iho 
Europe and India JJepiirtiiu'iits is a court yard, in the rear of which stands the 
othce of the Post master CiMicrol. The old post otiice, now the office of the Na- 
val Store keeper, was as ill suiied lo the pui poses of a post ofiice os it was possi- 
ble to be. The iivw I'liilding has been completed more iJian a year. Much of the 
iiiiproveiiient visible 111 thf arraiigeinents of the estabiishinent are due to Mr. 
Cordon, the present l*ostlna^ter General, and Deputy Postmaster W. Blowers, 
under whose able dlreciion, on the arrival of ilie Steamer from Europe, the 
English overland Snmiiiai ies aie delivered to the editors of the Courier and Time 9 
ill less than five iiiiimtes alter their ai rival at tlie Post Oflice. Such are the ad- 
mirable arriingeineiils that on the departure ofthe mail fur Kiirope, the letters 
uiicl packets are as.Horted, packed 111 iioii or wooden boxes anil placed on board 
the Steamer In It ss than two hours IVufu the tiiiia of closing the receiving oliico, 
•veil whan the mail includes so uireata niimberot covers as 45,000 or 5U,UU0-'ii 
degree of celerity equal to most post oihees hi Europe! 

Tiift CU.STOW iiousK.— This is tt large butUeiivy looking building, and is now 
one of the oldest Goventiiieiit eiecthins in JBonibay. It was built in 1714, At 
the time of its erection it was considered a lar||eand extensive building adequate 
to the increasing bus.iitss of Bomba} . Under the Company 'senile, prior to the 
•Xpiratton of the Chartei in 1B34, the arrangeinents of the Ciistoiii Hoiis^ were 
•Omewhat diflerent to what arc now in existence, as the Company curried on here 
the whole ot their retail as well as wholesale trade, the collection of custom 
duet, &c. The pett) Customs, ns reinnrkcd elsewhere, were cullceted in the 
building which now is used us barracks. The land front of the Custom House is at 
present occupied as the for tho collection of Land revenue, and the Har- 

bour front as otHSil'ss for Hie collcctKiii of Bca Customs. The arrangements of the 
latter are about to undergo ctMtain iiidirious nhenitions, which, when coiii- 
pleled, will loLulize the export department ou the right hiuid from the harbour 
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fentruetipdUmloiNNrllteparUiini on Uia UCI hand of tho baUdlnff. Thli 
■rninMintfit will bo oxooodinglT )fidiaio«i. Tho buiinoii of tho eufttomo doptrl^ . 
nent bat gnotly aagmonted : tbo valuo of goodo which pawed durino the vtar'

BoMiiAlr GRBUTt-i^fo li tho otito open apaco within tho fort of Bombay, 
and io about tho oamo alioaa Trafolgar oqnoro at Cbarbig Crow, U formarfy 
coDititnted the plaeo of rendoivoui 1101 ^ supplied by the Ktplanadet here, unifl 
IbeintitMloctiodiof caniflgeaatthooomweneooontof tho present coatury, were 
wonttoasseinblothoeHfeorBombajr.

Marine Lines. The abandonment of tlie present Secretariate by the Governor 
for the more commodious building it Parell ghve a blow to the dignity of the 
green swerd within the fort, lie importance, nolwitJisthndlDg the erection of 
the ataiue In ita centre tbeoema less : but It now promises to revive nndar the 
aniveillance of the Agri-Horticultural Society of Bombay, which hsa taken it 
, underlie nrotacllon. and under tlie aancUon of Government la about to convert 
itiiitoanowergarden. with public walks, .4(0. thus constituting it once more 
a plica of retreat for tne resioenls withia the tort, equal to the growing and im- 
proving importance of Bombay. 

. The Town Hali.— This is a comparatively new and noble buBdlog, ereotad 
in 1681-S3 and devoted to Government and iDunictpai purposet.

services as a ftlltw ciilsen, subscribed towards a monument to be eraciw to hli 
mi nioiy. On the right band of the Hall la the Council Cbsmber and other olH- 
pes of the Goveii.meiit. On the left are the rooma of ihe Aalatio Society, coo- 
taiiiii'ig the Library and Museum, Which for compactness, completanew and in- 
terwiing contents, equal any eatablishment of the kind. On the ground floor, 
in the centre and at the rear of the building Is the Civil pay office,' and the t'aurt 
e( Requests^ To the right are the rooma, of the Gergrapbical Society the Hor- 
ticultural Borlely : Io Ihe left the offices of the Medical Board, fto. Ihe inspec- 
tion of tie bonding, we believe, ia patent to visitors. 

tug CA8TLK. In the rear of ibeTowp Hall is the Csstle, which originally 
censMtnied a building of vast importance to the Inhabitants of Bombay, who 
on the incursions of the Mahrattas sought security within its precincts. Hera 
are nominally passed all the dAess aad official transactions ofGovernmsnt.

*n$p*naed in it, le*t the Church elioald give way, the largo bell ia aifuated 
ffitlie rightliaodof the chureb, immediately under iheveati^, and about three 
feet fjromtbe ground. The church i* dedicated to fit Tbomei and waa eonvert- 
''od into a Cathedral on the appointment of a proteatant Bishop at Bombay. Witb- 
;Ui ihe bOildiog aro several neat but Interesting monument* some from the ebiicl ' 
of the two great modern maaters. The building Itself ia inferior tomany pariah 
^jchurchesjln Bngland and poaaeaai^s neither ornament nor grace to recomoieiid it. 

Tub fiRCRBTARi ATB.— This building situated on the western aide of Berobuy 
/Oreen formed the Government House of“ olden time/’ it was converted into the 
Offices of tlm Secretariate on the completion of the new residence at Bareli. It 
jls a plain and unloteresting bailding, surrounded by a garden in the north east 
jangle of wliitfh stands the oi ce of the Town Major. Here are transaoted the 
) Oj^utive business of GoTe.'nment in the political, civil and revenual depart* 
ments. The secretaries in each department are assisted by Europeans now de- 
rignoted unconveuated assistants, but formerly called Cleihs ; and in each de- 
‘partment there ia a great number of sectlonera aiul examiners ; many of the latter 
%r6 Europeans. To the esiabliahment has been added several bookbinders to 
’'arrange apd bind up the records. The garden la planted wiUi mulberry ‘ trees, 

' the leaves of which are given to ihe silk worms bpionging to Mr. de Eamos, the 
Bfslstant superintendent of silk culture in the Konkan. 

fiiR JAxauTJBJi Jbej HBniioy’s ^The residenoe of this wealthy andenterpris- 
’ ing Parsec gentleman is situated in Hornby row, fronting the esplanade. It is one 
, oft he, neatest buildings within the fort : the Interior arrangements ere elegant 
and complete. The above dlstlnsuished individual whoee benevolence is neither 
K^rtened by the extent of the misery he beneficently relieves nor precluded bv 
^distance from exercisiog its most genial influence has received the warmest end 
' most tignel approbation of the Queen of Great Britain, to whom his benevolence 
! and enterprise, indicated a At object for Boyal distinction. This was marked by 
^ creating Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy , a Knight of the United Kingdom. Sir Jantsetjee 
' Jerietoiioy, the founder of hiifamiiy’a fame and fortune, wes brought up 
^ wtiii his father-in-law, who was an extensive merchant. Young Jamsetlee made 
several vovsges to China, and it is said in one of these trips, formed a friendship 
with the Naooda, Mahomed Ali Bogey, which time has served only toeemenf . The 
trade of the houee inereaMd greatly, owing in great measure to the exertions 
o{ the supercargo, Jamsetjee. 1813-14 bis fBthe^ in-law died mid Jamsetjua 
, Js}eehhoy, the heir, carried on trade and has continued to do so on bit own ae- 
, eohnt, in eonnectibn with Mahomed Ali Bogey and Utterly lij* sonsi until the ex- 
tent of his commercial transactions and the amount of credit attaohed to his rCf 
' putatlon is without a parallel in modern tlmes||: 

, ^ Eurqpbam Qbhbral Hospitax..— T his admifable Inititiition which lum 
so largely contributed to relieve the sofihrioga of that portion of hantonity which 
-farm ite objects, ia situated next to Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebboy** in Hornby Bow. 
li is a low old fashioned building, having much the lesemblance of ofd alms 
houses in England. It is nevertheless airy and the arrangements are very efli- 
clpnt. The Institution ia aa it* name Impifea a general hospital, no oftaerrecom- 
.riRienaatlon,wn the part of Europeans is reouired than that they stand in need of 
medical aaststance. During the past year the Govaroment has resolved to remove 
the Hospital to some mors eligible aitnatlon. )t is ssid Ooremment intends to 
mrec^he .qew Bur « General Hospital at CoUba, opposite to the Grant buUdingi,; 
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'Tub Raplanadb. -The fi>rcaAilon of Ui« R*pUnndc hnt more Ihin

iiioval of the jungle vriilcb tiirrouiided the foit on the hind itde. Winihay naa 
reputed one of the unhealthie^t places in IndiM, not excluding ihe City of 
iMcesontbe Hoogif. In the adjudication of the qnpsUon for iho settlement of 
land, liilii-u of that at present occupied us the esplanade, the Cioserninent wera 
•cxtiemely lilieral. At that time there weio several resiliences just without the 
fort, on the siiot where the temporary Btingahtws ami Che Sanatarliim are new 
located, and extending almost as lar as the Dli -liiea' Tunks, ulnch were then 
fliiiated on the snot now used fur the Alurine Line's.

«i»cliidinu the amouni realized by the sal** of the idil theatre which the Court of 
J)irecinra ordered to be mB>'e over for the heneflt of the instiiufion. The exterior 
Mild interior pMrts of the edifice ure now neurly mm pie fed j when there uru ft- 
tiirfhed (he theatre nil! in all probubility be opened. 
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GovRiufXBMT House, Paebll.— Although not sn elegant this is a neei 
and eUglblo residence for tlie Governor and contains suitable offices for 
the esiaMbhinent It is nearly six miles distant from the fort and 
comiiiands an extensive but not veiy interesting view. Tlie edifice Inia 
been erected within the Inst fourty years ; it iiossessesniany iidvantHgesover 
the old residence within the fort, whilst rlie iicGominodation for the reception 
of visitors Nt a Durbar or ehiertuinmentis very ample. It is, however, within 
forty iiiimiteii drive from the Town Hall iu the fort where Government Councils 
■ro iisiially held. 

Atn short (list iinrc beyond Parell are the gardens of the Honicuitiiral Society 
and the Silk estahlisbiiieiit of Mr. Umiiius; both these places are worthy of a se- 
cond or even a third HXHiiiiir.itioii. 

Mahim t ' a UHEWA y.->Tliis is another nftlto great improvements for which 
Bombay is indeiited toilic grc.it benefacror of his race. Sir Jainsetjee Jejeebboy, 
whohas C'lntiihnted seveial tlionsand |io*indsto the coin pie ■ ion of tiiisobject, which 
will unite Roniiiav witii Sal^i't to and adiiiil ol safe and constant eoinmiiiiiCHtion 
unattended wiMi < xpeii»-e io all wlio experience its bencHtd.

'I’lie following Act is passed by the llon’ble tiie President of the Council of In- 
dia in Council, on the Hrd January, 1838, with the assent of the Bight llun’hie 
tlie Governor General of hidia which has been rend and recorded. 

Act No. l,on838. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the 1st February 1838, all Regulntions of 
the Bombay fode passed before ifieyear f8Q7. ami now iivforee, with excepiioriy 
of Sections, I, II, and III, Regulation VI., 1709, «nd of < laiiae ‘2, Section Vll. 
Regulation IX, 1800, and of Section XIV, XVII, XX, XXI, and XXV, Begnla- 
fion l,of 1805, and of the whole of Regulations II. 1810 and of VI. 1814, bhall bo 
repealed. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that Ciiaplera T, 11, IV, VI, VI IT, and TX. of 
Kegnlatioii XX, 18'27 of the said Code, together with the Appendixes A . B. (;. 
E. 11. I. .1 K. of that Begiila! ion, also Regulation 11, 1831 , Begulnti.m XI 1 1, 
1831, Regulation I. 183-2, Regulation IV. 1831, and Itegiihition IV lH:t8 of ilu; 
said Code, and all such parts ofaiiy Regulations of the said CoiU'US preserihe the 
levy of Transit or Iiiinnd (.’ustruiis Duties, or a.s require the pnvmenl of any Feo 
^’Iiatever, on account of any vessel wliieli may enter any port in the Terriiorie.<:i 
subject to the Boinhay Pre.Mdenoy and likewise the provision.^ of any Uxiid con- 
famed in those or in any other Regulations for fixing the nmount ot Duty to be 
levied on noods impoited orexporteil by sen at nny place within the liinit.s, ot 
tlie Bombay Presidiuiey, or the Dinvvba’ck pavabh* on the same, shall be repeal- 
ed. And it is further enacted, that Act No. II. oflWt) shall likewise be repeal- 
ed, except in so far as it repeals any Regulation of tins Bombay (’ode.

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs sliall be levied on Goods 
imported hj sea into any place ip the territories subordinate to the. Government 
of the Presidency of Bombay, after the said Isr of February next, according to- 
the rates specified in Schedule, A. annexed to this Act, and with the exceptions 
specified therein, and the said Schedule with the Notes attached thereto, snau 
be taken to be. a part of this Act. 

V. And it is hereby further enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be levieii 
upon Country Goods exported by sea from any ports of the Bombay Pre.wleiicy 
alter the said Ist February next, according to the rales^ specified in Schedule li.

Proviiied also, tlmtwlien Duties of Customs shall have been paid on any 
Goods at any ))oit ill any purl of the territories of the Fast Imiia Company not 
subject to the Pre«i(lcney at iionibuv, and wIkmi such Goods shall subsequently be ^ 
imported at any portof the Prcnideaey of Rombay, credit shall be given at ‘such 
last mentioned port, for the vium tlial may l>e proved by Liie production of the cer- 
titlcate to have been so pahl. 

XXL And it U hereby enacted, that it sbsiU he lawful for the, Govemor in 
Council ot the Presidency of lloinhav, from tiiimto time, by the notice in the Of- 
ficial Gazette of that Presid<'iiey, to li.v a value for any uiiiola or nninher of articles 
to ad vutorvia Dn.y, and the vulne so lived for such articles shall, till altered by 
a similar notice, Im taken to be the value of such artieles,fji' the purpose of levy- 
ing Duty on the ^-.unc. 

aXU . And It is lieniliy enacted, that when Goods liable to Duty, for which a

^ XXlll. And it is hereby euacicd, that the market value for assessment of Du- 
Vties on ad valorem Goods shall he declared by the owner, consignee, exporter or by 
the agent or lactor for any of ihcKe respectively, upon tliu face «d the up|dieatioii 
to be given in by him in writing for the passing nf the Goods through the CasLom 
House, and tin: value so declared sliail include the packagfls or materials in which 
the Goods are contained, and ihc application shad truly set forth tlic name ot the

SGtli October 1944, is hereby prooiulgaieil for Renerai Information. 

* !Act NosXX.of 1844. 

An Act to amend the Law relating to Ad ranees boiiA flde made to Agents intrust* 
ed with Goods by extending to the Territories ol tlie Hast India Company In 
cases ttoverned hy F.nglish Law, the Provisions of the Statute 5 and 0 Victoria 
C. 09, as altered by this Act. 

Whureas by Act XIII. of 1840 the Provisions of the Statute 4, Oeo. IV.. G. 88, 
as altered and amended by the Statute 6, iieo. IV., C.94, were ekteniied to the 
Territf>rit-8 of Ibe J'last India Company, in cases governed by Knglish Law ; 
and whereas b> the Statutesband 0, Victoria C. 30, the snid Statute 0. Goo. lV.p 
Cf. 04, is altered ond amended, and the Provisions thereof a re extended. 

It is he'ehy enactrd, that the Mstute 5 and 0, Victoria C. 30, as nltered by this 
Act, shall from and after the passing of this Act, be extended to the Territories 
of the East litdia i.'oiiipany ; provided always, thst this Art shall not lie construed 
tnsfflect any case which would not have been governed by the Law of Kiigland 
before the passing of\he last mentioned Statute, If tiiis Act had not passed, or to 
extend or altertlie inrisdictionof any of Her Majesty^ ("oiirts of Justice.

Tub 5th Jolt. 1841. 

lollowing Art passed by the Kfsht Hon'ble the GoTernor Gent.*'Bl of ir. 
.la in Council OD the 5tii of July 1841,18 hereby promulgated for general infor- 
mation. 

Act Nn. X. OF 1841. 

Act for prucribing the Rulet to beobicrvtdt in order fhntihips or veueU 
belonging to porti within the ter ritoriet under the Ootwrmiieiif o/ the Baet 
India Company, or belonging to Satlve Princes or States^ or their suijeete ^ 
may become entitled to the privileges of British ships vpfdor a proclamation 
of the Oovernor General of India in Council made in pursutince of the Stat. 
trd arid Uh Victoria i h. XV/. 

1. Whereas by Statute pissed in the Srd and 4tli years of Her Maiesty Qjieen 
Victoria eiititipd an to rn^fulnte thr trade of ships built' and tnuliiiir vritbin' 
the limits of the East India Company’s Charter, it isenncied that it;8hMll be 
lairfiil for the Oorenior tieneral of India in Council, by Procia-mation, to dpclare 
that all ships or \e8s<‘!a built or to be built within the limits of the Charter of 
the East India Coinpanf being owned by Her Majesty’s subjects ftir wliom- the 
said Governor Qeiieral in Council has powers to legiala-tey and beler.gingf, 
under the Kcgulftt kins liereinai'ror protided for, to any porta in the territories' 
under the (JovernMcnt of the said Company, shall be deemed to'be British ships 
for all the purposes of trude ottlrtii the said limits, ineludbtg iheCavie of Good 
Hope, and the territories and dependencies thereof ; provided tliat upon such* 
declaration being made the said Governor General in Council shall, and the 
said Governor General in Council is hereby accordingly empowered terauke Re- 
giilationi,tobt enforced by suitable penalties, concerning’ the registering, lieens- 
fng,and aseertaimng the adineasorenient of the. lennu>:eiiiidlburdenyaridtfeiie- 
rally for the trod ina within tiie lliiiits aforesaid of fluchshipyor vessels.” And 
whereas Itisfortfier enacted iu the same Statute as follows^, th»t is to say. ** And 
whereas It ni8> be expedient to admit to similar privileges and advantages any 
ships or vesssls belonging to ^Native Princes or Stales in subopdinate alliance 
with, nr having stibsidiary treaties with the East India Company, or owned by 
subjects of any such Briiices or States, he it therefore enacted tlxit the tioveriior 
General of liifllo hvCoiiru’ial may by sucii Kegulaiions as aloresaid, such 
regulations being subject ns aforesaid, adnin to the privileges and advantages 
of Briiisli ships for the purposes of trade within the limits of the v liar lei of tba 
said Company, including the ('ape of Good Hope and tiie tiTritofie''« and depen- 
dencies thereof, nr to any such privileges and advantages, any tliips urveMels 
belonging to such Princes or Stales, or any of them, or owned by subject of any 
such Princes or States, but any such Aegiiiatiuns shall provide for the granting 
to such ships nr vessels tit and conieiifent iiosncet or pusses, and generally for 
the tiading within the limits aforesaid of such ships or vessels.” And whereas 
ill piirsiianoe of siirh euaclinenl it is exfiedifiit to francs such Uegnlution as are 
lueniiiMii-d tiierein the rumpliaiice with which shall be required in order that 
shij'S or vessels may be deemed British shins, or be adniitli'd '.o tl»e pri\ deges and 
advantages of British ships under such ProclaiHaiimi as aforesaiil. 

It is liereby cnactid, i hat no sliip or vessel ahiiil he deemed a British ship 
under such proclamailon as aforesaid (except as regards sIiijm or vesse s regiater- 
•d before the passinu ol this Act, or having a p>iss at the time oi passing thereof) 
unless the pi rsun or persons claiming pr-iperty therein siiaii liaie CHUsed the 
same to have been rcgiiiered at some one ol ibe ports hereinafter lUi'iitioned 
within (he terriiorii-s of the Bast lod in Company, sb all nave obtained m certifi- 
cate of sncIi registry fnnn the perSmi or persons autlmrized to make such regis- 
try andurant such certificate as liereinafter Uiiectcd ; the form ol wliich certifi- 
cate shill bii as follows. 

This is to certify, that in pursuance of the Act No. X. of 1841, of the Governor 
General ol India in Council (here insert the names and uccupations and residence 
of suuscribing owners) having made and subscribed the declaration , required

If. And it is Iwreby onceted, that the ports at which registration shall ho 
mads, shall be ihe ports of Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, Singapore and such other 
places subtTdiniite to the local Governments of India, as such Governments res- 
pMtivcly may, from time to time, declare to be regietering ports undsr this Ad. 
Provided, that ships or vessels built at anyplace other than any of such portg, 
sh4ll hi allowed to make their first voyage to any ol such ports, being tho porta 
at winch It is iiifi'iided Iboy slinll he registered, under a certificate to.be gcaiitod 
by ihe principal British Otfieer at the place where the ahip is built, or if tiiexe bo 
no British OHicer in authority theie, then by tline meichuiiis of sucli plaoOt

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that at every port where registry tliall be made 
Id pursuance of this Act a bouk shall 'be kept by the Begisteriiig Ofllcer in which 
all the particulars contained in the form ot the certificate of the registry beioiii 
■before directed to be used shall be duly entered ; and every registry shall be

I, A. U., (of place of re.sidency and occupation) do truly declare that the ship

veying Officer) was (when uiid where) built and that 1 tlie said (A H.) end the 
other owners (names and occupations if any and where they respectively reside) 
am (or are) truly and bona fide b subject (or 8ubjectB)of Her Majesty for whom 
the Governor Gererai of India in council has power to legislate, unu that no 
person not being subject us aforeanid, directly or indirectly liutli any sinire or 
part interest in the said ship or vesiel.

And it is hereby enacted, that in case the required niiinher of joint 
owners of any ship or vessel shall not peraoiiMlly attend to make and subscribe 
the declaration herein bafore directed to be made and subscribed, then and in 
each ca^e such owner or owners as ahall personally attend and make itiid aub- 
scribe the declarations aforesaid, ah'ill iurtlier declare that the port owners of 
such ship or vessel then absent, iborare nut resident within twenty miles of 
such port or place, and hath or have not to the best of liia or their knowledge 
or belief, wilfully abssnted hjiiiaeir or themselves in order to avoid the mark- 
ing the declaration ha rein before directed to be made and suhscribetl, oris or 
are prevented by illness from attending to make and subscribe the said decla- 
ration. 

Vn. And in order to enable the Registering Officer to grant a certificate truly 
and accurately describing every shipor vessel to be registered in pursuance of 
Ibis Act, and a'lsoto enable all otlier Officers of Customs on due examination, to 
discover whether any such ship or vessel is the same with that for which a certi- 
ficate is alleged to have been granted, it is hereby enacted, that previous to the re- 
gistering or granting of any rartifienteof registry as aforesaid some one or more 
persons a ppuinted bv the loAl Govcrmuenis respectively, taking to his or tbeir 
assistance if he or tiiey shall judge it necessary, one or more person or persons 
skilled in the building and admeasurement of ships, shall go ou board of every 
such ship or vessel tliat is to be registered, and shall strictly and accurately exa- 
mine and admeasure every such ship or vessel as to all and every particular coii- 
jtaiiiod in the torn of the certificate herein before directed in the presence of tha 
master, or of any other person who shall be appointed for that purpose on the 
part of the owner or owners or in his or other absence by the said master, and shall 
deliver a true and just account in wriiiiia of all such priVticulars ol the b'lild, des- 
cription, and admeasurement of every such ship or vessel us are specified in the form 
of the certificate above recited to the Officer authorized to iiialke such regiitry 
and grant such certificate of registry as aforesaid ; and the said inustrr or other 
person attending on the part ol thcuwiifr or owners is hereby required to sign his 
kiame also to the certificate of such fiurvc\ing or Examining 0/ficer, in tesiiino- 
Byoftho truth thereof, provided such iiiastci or other person shall consent and 
agree to the several nartlculars set forth and described therein. 

Vlllt And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the comroencement of 
this Act the tonnage .of every shin or vessel required by law tobe registered, shall 
previoua to her being registered, be measured and ascertained while her hold Is 
.clear, and according <tu the following rule , (that is to say) divide the length of 
the UDfier deck between the afternart of the stern and the lorepartof the stern 
post into six equal pupia. Geptlis : at the foiemosr, the middle, and the alter- 
Aioat of those points of division, measure in feet and decimal parts of a foot the 
depths flrom the underside of the upper deck to the ceiling at the liinlier strake. 
In the case of a break in friie upper deck, the depths are to be measured from a' 
line stretched iit a coiuiiiuntioii ol the deck, breadths: divide each of those ihrec 
depths into five e<]iinl parts and measure the inside breadths at the following 
points, videlicet, at one-fifth and at four -fifths from the upper deck of the fore- 
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mott and aftermost deptlifli nnd At two-firthii and foil r-fifllii from the wpper deck 
«rtlie muUIiip depUi. Umutli.at half the midship depth ine.iHurt' the Itfrl^lh of iha 
Tessel from the aftt^rpartof the sti^rn to the fore par I of the stesn post, then lu twieo 
the inidsliiii depth add liie foremost and the aftermost depth for the siim of (ha 
depths ; adii lojether the upper and lower breadths at the lornii<>st ditisinri, three 
times, the upper breadth, and the lower bri'adtli at the iiiidsiiip division, and the 
tipper and twice the low breadth at the ufier division, for ihcsiiuiof the breadtliit 
then multiply (he hiiiii of the depths by the sniii of the breadths, mid this pro- 
duct by the len>i^th,and divide tlie dual product by three thuiiiand, five hundred 
which will {;ive the iiuniGer or tons for legisler. If the vessel liaie a poop in 
half deck, or u hreuK in ilie upper deck meiiiure the inside memi Jeiii:ih, breadth 
and height of such part theieof us may he included witinn the hulk hea>l ; iimlti- 
piy these three iiieasuramenta tot;eihei- and dividing the proiliicl by the quo- 
tient will he the iiniiiher of tons ti> be added to the result as above foaiid. Jn or- 
der to Htcertaiii the tonitai:c of<M*mi vessels^ the dapths are to ba measured from 
the upper ed;;e of the upper struke. 

IX. And it is lien-by provided, Unit in each of the several rules hereinbefore 
prescribed when (ipplieil for the piirprse uf aacertaiiiin^ the tonmige of uriy ship 
or vessel propelled by steam, the tonnage due to the cuhicnl contents of the «n- 
tfine room ahull be deducted f^rmn the total toniiHge of the vessel as dcteriniued by 
either of the rules aforeaaid, and the reniBinder shall he deemed the true register 
loiiiiagcof the siiid bhip or vessel.

duct by the inaiue hrcadlh at the same division ut twu-lltths of the depth frumtha 
-deck taken as aforesaid, and divide the last product hy 0‘J,4, and llm quotient shail 
tie deemed the tonnage due to the cubical contents of (he engine room. 

X. And it is hereby provided, thnttlie toiiiuige due to the cuhicnl contents 
of the engine room shall be set forth in the oertificiiUi of registry as part of tlia 
description of the ship or vessel, and that any ulteratioii ofaiich toiiiiane due to 
tiic cubical contents of tlic engine room or ot such lenctk of the engine room of- 
ter registry, sliali be deemed to be an alteration requiring registry ile novo with- 
in the meaning of the said act for the registering of ships or vessals.

The origin of Bills of Exchange,* Drafts, &c., must in the most extended sense, 
have been nearly coeval with the invention, or at least with the general employ- 
iiieiit, of written ; request Iroiii a creditor to a debtor to pnv the bearer so lutiny 
pieces of silver or gold, or even so many sheep or luillocks, which arc llic standard 
of value ainoug many rude nations, would eonstitne a draft payable iit sight. And 
if the debtor whs desiretl to pay the be.irer at some future ilnte, us after an ap- 
proaching fixed festival, fair or market day, that would be an order payable so 
many days after date. 

Such aitnple modes of transferring personal property must have been in iiso 
from the earliest (.eriods, when men began to dwell together under niiy dcgrei: 
of civilisation, and tvere doubtlessly of a much earlier origin than the date coin- 
monl} assigned to them. 

It is Reuerally said that the Jews of Lombardy, or other great Italian dealers 
in money, who in the dark ages were the idmost cxelusive bankers of Kiinipp, 
were the inventors of hills of exchange ; and that neeesslly was al.so the parent of 
this scheme, shice the Uifiiculty and danger of tranferring money to any distance 
ill the precious metals was in ihoic days extremely hazardous, more especially if 
the owner happened to be a Jew. 

Inapite, however, of tbe opposition of the courts, promissory notes still r.oii- 
tiiiued to be more and riiore employed, iiiilil iitlengtli the Act of the 3 & 4 Anne, 
c. 9(1704), made perpetual by the? Aniie, c. 2.'i (1708), declared that n holder ot a 
promissory note “ shall and may maintain an uciioiiior the same, inauch manner 
as,&c., upon any inland bill of exchange ” 

Ry 9 & I'l William 3, c. 17 (1098), the holders of inland bills were desired, in 
cases of non-payment, to piotcst them within three days of their becoming due, 
and the form of the protest is given. 

By the 3&4orAnne, c. 0 ( 1704), made perpetual by the 7 Anne, c. 25 ( 1708), 
promissory notes were declared to he assignable in the sanie manner ns hills of 
exciiange/' to the intent to encourage trade and coinincrce," mid directs that 
bills retused acceptance shall be protested, but that no protest slnill lie iiei'cssary, 
either for non-payment or iion-acciprance, unless the amount sliull be for 20L or 
upwards, and for “ value received/' 

The of Westminister, initesd of direptinR the lawgf 

bills ol exchange, have wisely eiideavouied to further and promote the lex Mer- 
catoria, or customs of merchants j and this is not a modern doctrine ; for a cen- 
tury and a half since the ceiebruted Holt, J., reiiiurked,in the ca;>e of Crnrn< 
lington V. Evans (1088), 1 Show. 5, “ An universal eiisloiu is a law, and 1 knew 
no distinction between Lex Mei'catoria and Coiisuetiido Alercatoriim.”—

It appears to me, however, that neither of the above subdivisions of the Chit- 
tack are so correct in principle, and certainly not more coiivenient in prac- 
tice, than the Tola, the unit on which, as observed by Mr. Frinsep, the whole 
poiidetary B} stem of India Is founded.

But, I believe it 
will be admitted by mercantile men in general, tiiat the ounce avoirdupois is the

is considered necessary or desirable.

li.. And it U lirrehy eiincted, that the exclusive right of conveying letters by 
post for hire from place t<i place (vithiQ ih( Territories of the East India Coin<* 
pQiiv, sIihII be lo the f}o\eriior (icneral of India in Council. 

ill. Provided alwnys, th.'it it shii,l1 b'i ooinpcietit to the sajd Governor Gene- 
ral of Indio in Council, and to any authority thereunto empowered by the. sahl 
fioveriior Genci al in roiincil, to amnt loony person or persons a license permit- 
ting siirli person or persons to convey Iclrcrs hy ]>ost for hire from place to plaen 
within the suid Territories, uiul that it shall be iawfnl fur any persons having sucli 
a license to ci>nM:,> li'ttcis in cxmlonnity with the terms of such license. 

IV. And it id iicieby enacted, fltuiit shull be lawful for the Governor Gene- 
ral in Cvnricil, and for nny niitlmrity wlitcli may bave granted any such license 
DS is described in prcce(iMn< Mcctixii, to revoke such lictii.se, at pleasure.

delivery, shall be piniisheil with niinc nut exceeding Tifty Ue- for every letter so 
conveyed, received ordeliveied. 

VI. And it is herelty enacted) that inland postage duties shall be levied on 
the conveyiince of letters and packets hy the (loverninent Post at the raiesset 
forth in the l^chudule marked C. which is annexed to this Act, and tinit the full 
postage shall be paid oil her jii receipt or on delivery, at the option of tlie scnde.r, 
and that if the thing conveyed bn transferred fioin n PostOflice iiioiie Presidency^ 
no additional charue shull he iiMde on account of such transfer. 

VI I. And ii Is hereby '.'iiHc'ti:d, that when there is a bangliy established on n 
lino of road, no person sli ill he entitled todenuind that any letter or packet ex- 
ceeding 12 lulus in weight shall be conveyed by the luUer post onthut line of 
road. 

VIII. And it is berehy enacted, that when there is no banghy established on 
A lino oC road letters and packets exceeding 12 tolas in wciglic, niid notcxceeding 
40 tolos in weight,shall be conveyed on that line ofioadby the letter post, aniL

IX. And it is lieichy en.ictcd, that no packet uf the description mentioned in 
Table 8 of tSchediile A . slnll cunlaiu any writing nliutcvcr, other than writing 
which is iiccissarily pnrlot the (locunicnts which such packet is stated toconiaiii, 
by attestation oiitlic cover of such paokrt, uini that whoever shall send any such 
packet by the Govcninicni Po.^t, knowing that it contniusaiiy wriliog not neces- 
sarily port of the docuini'iits whu-h snub packet U slated Lu contain by attestation 
on tlie cover, shall be punislied with :i fine of Fifty Rs. 

X. And it is hereby f’liucted, that no packet of the description mentioned in 
Table 8 of Schedule A. shall conraiu any w'ritiug vvliatever, except the direction 
on the cover, ami that whoever bhull send any such pai'ke.t by the Oovernment 
Post , knowing iViut. \v cnnluiusuny writing other liian tbe direction on the cover, 
shall be punished vvlth a tine of Fifty Us. 

Xf. And it is hereby eiiiicterl, that proof sbeet.c marked ns such may be sent 
by letter post at the rates set forth in 1 able 3 ot tSciiedule A provided they be 
brought to the DispaUliingOHicc open, and be sealed in presence of the person 
ineburge ufsucli Dltice. 

XI 1. And it IS hereby enacted, that the saidGovernor (leneralin Council shall 
frame a sculeof distance as nearly as pracucublc according to the 'distance by 
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Hr nttreii roU betmn Poit Office Stationi, and tbit the ritei of inland poatan 
hball be calcnlatrd awrding to tWs aenla. 

XIII. And it if benby«nicted| that StcaiB PoaUMf according to inch ralea 
iUBay from lime to time he flsad by the Governor General in Council, iliall be 
leviifl .in all letters and packets sent or received by any Government dteamer, 
and that such Steam Postage shall be io excess of any inland postage to which 
aueh letters or packets Ray be liable.

And it is hereby enacted, that when any vessel arrives by sea at any 
place within the said TerTitbrl«s,at which there is a Government Post Olhce, the 
Commander of such Vessel shall, as SfK'edlly as |>ossible, cause every letter and 
packet on boand of such Vessel which Is directed to that place, and which was not 
i|>ecially entrusted fur separate delivery^ to be delivensil ei liter at the Host Ottice 
or to some officer of the Pustottice authorfeed to receive ihe same, and that if there 
be on board any letter or packet directed to any other place and specially eii- 
trustffd for sepamte delivery theaaid Coniniamhsr aball, as s|)eeilily as possible, 
report the same to the Host Master General, or Post Master of the plSceat which 
he bat arrived, and shall accordiiig to sudi directfoiia as he may receive from such 
Post Master General or Post Master ; and that the receipt ut such Host Master 
Oeaeral,or Post Masher, ■liall discharge such Commander of all responsibility in 
respect of suchleiter or packet. 

XVI. And It is henity enacted, that every Commander of a Vessel who shall 
wilfhlly disobey any of ihe directions contained in the preceding Section shall be 
pnnlslied with a Sne. not exceeding 1,000 Rs. 

XVII. And it is hereby enaoteii, that fur every letter or packet delivered by a 
Commander of a Ship, in contormity wiili the direction of Sec. XV. of this Act, 
the Officer In charge at the Host Office shall pay to the said Commander the sum 
of one Anna. 

XVIJI. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any ivtier or packet Is trails 
ahipped for ITansinissioii to any other place wiihintiie said Trrritoiles, the Cmii*

Newspapers or ot her printed or eneraved papers, packed in open covert 
or covers attested as containing Law papers, Accounts or Vouchers only, or letters 
franked as on the pnblh* service, respecting any of which there is reason to be- 
lieve that the provisions of the Post Office Act have been infringed, shall not bo 
delHtned for examination at the DiepatebinK Office, but shall ha forwarded 
marked Ooubtful.’* The post master receiving such letters, &c. by the mail 
will then be uuided by Bection XXX. of the Post Otiice An.

Bangby Parcels sliuli in all 
cases he re -weighed mi delivery. The re-weigliiiig of private leilers prior to deli- 
very shall be at llie discrctimi of the post inasicr grnsrul or post inusler. 

XV. 1h the event of anv letters declared or required by clauses VII and VIII 
preceding, •-! ^ clause LIX following to be Post Paid, or papers or parcels leach- 
fng any post office on fihicli it shall appear that the eniirt- regulnied Posiuge

XXXT. The servants at the several Post Offices are not bound to give change to 
parties sending or receiving letters in any case.* 

XXXII. Iteceipts will not be granted for letters, papers or parcels received 
at any post Office, for dispatch unless they are presented ready written either iii 
Books or In separate slip Of paper, along with the letters, papers or parcels. He- 
ceipta so presented willbe duly stoipped in all cases, ami will also have the 
weight, wliethar single, double See. and the amount ol postage is paid in ad vance. 

XXXlll.. In order to obviate as far us practicable all delay or mistake in 
the delivery of letters, it Is particiilary recommended that all peisons arriving 
atot quitting any station, or ciianging their residence at the same, will send to 
the post Office, a Notification thereof in writing.

RULES FOR THE POSTING OF PALKEE BEAREfts. 

NOTIFICATION. 

The following Rule? approved ofhy (ioverument respectiiijr the Posting of Pal - 
kee Beurera are iniblithed ronlip iiifoniiaiioiiof the Public, and for the guidance 
of ihesc'veral Host IMastcra under this Presidency . 

1. Ti'a\eller8 may be furnished with Dawk Bearers on application at the dif- 
ferent Post OOlces, wliere they will obtain all iliu requisite information as to- 
the estimated distances between known stations, to which only Dawk bearers 
can be laid by any Post Master. 

fl. A Set of Dawk Bearers comprises twelve, and one Musaalchee for which- 
la nhurced, payable in advance, at the rate of ei^lit annas per Mile, but as in ma-- 
ny instances, owing 10 the delay caused by Travellers remuining longer on the 
road than the stipiihited time, this sum is found nneqiial to the expense, a fur- 
ther sum of four annas per Mila is required to be paid as a deposit to cover any 
eventual expbuhe or demua'asre caused by delay on the part of the Traveller.— 
Should none occur, ihc full amount of the. sum deposited is i;elunded, upon ihe 
Traveller furnishing a certi6cate from the Deputy Post Master at the place 
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^Iiere his journey finished, that he arinved there without havinflr inciirrad da- 
iiiurrage. it la the duty of the Deputy Post Masters to furniah Travellers with 
•certilicalesepecirying according to circumstances whether or otherwise they had 
come on'demurrnge such certiUcMte must however be understood, is anlv ap> 
ullcatiie to the Deputy Post Muster’s Division, who grants it, i'orit soinetiiiuis 
happens that a Traveller having incurred demurrage on part ot'iiiu rood, by tra- 
velling subsequently during those hours originally appointed for halting, reachet 
the last Division within the given time. 

N. B. — It is to be piirticiilarly observed, that in aoiiie Districts, Bearers are 
with ditiieulry procured, anil where they have to be sent a considerable distance 
to lake up the Traveller, and in like manner to return home, for time so occupied 
• they are paid additionally, and in ail such cases Post Masters are authorized to 
charge the actual cost fur the Travellers Bearers. 

III. When it is reported that a Traveller come on demurrage, on any part of 
the road the adjustment of tiie amount di^posited to cover such expenses will be 
postponed until the receipt of the Bills for the DAk, from all the Post Masters 
through whose Divisions the Traveller may have passed. 

IV. Travellers witeiher proceeding from the Presidency, or from Outstations 
are provided with a Form, in which they are reqnesteii particularly to note any 
cause of dissatisfaction they may meet with on their journey, und the places 
where they meet with obatnictiunn, or irregularities on the part of the Bearersor 
Siibordordinate Post Office Servunts, this Form being athxed to the certificate 
which the Travellej-s has to present for signature, secures its being noticed. 

V. When Ddk has been ordered und eircumstUQces may render it expedient 
for the Traveller to postpone bis journey, or to vvitlidruvv ^be Bearers entirp- 
ly, he will of course be held liable ior any expense which niay have been in- 
curred on his account. The amount paid for the Dilk and the account deposit- 
ed to cover deraurraae will therefore remain uiidiljnsted until reports are receiv- 
ed from the General Post Master on the line of route upon which the DAk was 
ordered. 

VI. Travellers Baggage must not exceed for each Banghy Biirdsr, twenty- 
four seers and this must he divided into two Parcels, or Patlarahs of giicli di- 
meiislons as to render them convenicutiy probable when slung as Kanghies. 

V^L It is tq he generally undeistood, that although Guverniiient pormita 
their servants to lay DAk Bearers for the convenience ut the Public, the i taie 
derives oo benefit from this souice,und that neither Government nor any of their 
Ofiicers are in any degree responnUle to the Traveller for the mislottunesaiid 
disap poliitineiits which are inseparable from t):ik tra veil ini:, thus every Traveller 
travels at his own risk, and is liable to the Losses und increased expenses iiiciden- 
tul to delays, and accidents, and that Qoveriiiuent cun in no instance be consider- 
ed liable to make good any losses whatever. 

VIII. When irregularities and consequent inconvenience occur to Travellers, 
the Post Master General on being applied to, will immediately investigate tiie^ 
complaint brought to his notice, but this can only be done in the same manner,' 
and to the same end as a superior in any other Department would interfere to 
enquire into complaints preferred against his snbonliiiates. 

IX. In case of surcharge alone, or charges which to the Parties complaining 
might appear unjust because arising out ut some positive neglect, or error on tha 
part of the Deputy Post Muster wiio lays the DAk, it would be the duty of the 

, Post Master (ieneral to investigate the matter with a v ew to ulfurd pecuniary 
redress. 

X. In every case of lefusal to make good demands on account of laying DAk 
Bearers, Post Masters are authorized to detain all Letters, Parcels, &c. for tha 
person from whom demands are due in the same iiiuniittr as is authorized to act 
^nder clause IX of the General Rules. 

XI. i^ny decision pronounced by the Pest Master General in all references 
relative to DAk Bearers, to be considered finul.

1. It U hereby enacted, that all Hackney CarriB(>:e8, Carts, Palankeens and 
oth^r Vehicles let to hire lor the purpose of conveying persons or goods within 
the Islands ot Boirbuyand Colabn, and all flouts let to hire for such purpose 
within the Harbour of Bombay slralt bear upon tbeiii, in manner as directed by 
the Supeirintendent of Police on each side, in large English and Native figures 
or characters, a certain number to be indicated for every such public conveyance 
in manner herein after mentioned ; and every person *vhu b1ib)I let out to hire any 
aucli public conveyance utter the expiralion of two months from the nay of 
passing this Act wliich shall not bear such number in manner aforesaid, or 
which shall bear any niimber nut indicated us aiuresaid or after notice as here- 
inafter meminiied to withdraw the aunic, shall be liable, on conviction before a 
Magistrate of Mice, to a fine not exceeding Thirty Rupees. 

li* And It is hereby enacted that the numbers to be used for public convey* 
ances shall be indicated by the Superintendent ot Police on application of the 
owners of such conveyances, and it ahull be lawful for the Court of Petty Sessions 
on proof of the breach of any provision of this Act by the owner of auy such con- 
veyance as aforesaid, to give such owner, notice to withdraw the number which 
may theretofore have been Indicated to him in manner aforesaid. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that every Teeka-beurer, Boatman, or other 
person employed In the convey once of persons or goods as uforesaid by the owner 
of any such public conveyance shall wear, in maimer as directed by the Superin- 
tendent of Police, a liiidge on the upper part of his right arm wiili the number 
of the public conveyoiice to which he belongs, which Badge shall be indicated by 
tbesaid Superlntendenifin default whereof every person so employed and not 
having such badge as aforesaid, shall be liable, on conviction before u Magistiate 
of Police, to a fine not exceeding Twenty Rupees, 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Court of Petty 
Sessions from time to time lo settle the rates for the higher ofsiich public convey- 
ances as aforesaid, and the rates so settled, if sanctioned by the Govemi>r of Bom- 
bay In Council shall be published twice in the iiovernment Gazette. And after 
pucli publication, if the owner or other person in cliarae of any such public con- 
veyance as aforesaid shall receive or require any higher rate for the hiie thereof, 
or siiail refuse a fare upr n tender of the prescribed rate, the person or persons oo 
wfao«e application the number of such public conveyance sball have been indicted 
as atbre8ald,^r the person receiving or requiring such higher rale or refusing fare, 
■hall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate of Police, to a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty Rupees. Provided alwuv s, that no person shall be deemed to be liable 
to the penalty in this Section unless the settled rate of hire shall have been duly 
tendered. And any person refusing to pay ilie money due from him for the hire 
of auy such conveyance according to the rote settled as aforesaid, shall be liable, 
on conviction before a Magistrate or Police, to a tine not exceeding Twenty Rupees 
and no contract for hire under the settled rate shall be valid or biiidiog on any 
owner of a public conveyance. 

V. And It is hereby enacted, that the Superintendent of police shall keep a 
Register containing a full description of applicants receiving numbers under this 
Act, and of every conveyance lor which any iiumber is obtained, and of every 
person fur whom any Badge is obtained, and every offender using or aiftborix- 
ing the use of any N^uruber or Badge otherwise than for such particular conveyance 
or person, shall Im liable, on summary conviction before the Court of Petty Ses- 
sions, to a ttoe not exceeding One Hundred Rupees. 

VI. Jind it Is-hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Court of Petty 
BeMiont from time to time, to appoint stands for public Carriage and Polkeee. 
and ffarj peraoD in charge of any Carriage or Palkee found loitering off any 
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fiieli stand for the parpoie of hire, ■hall be liable, on conviction before the Magii 
I riite of Police, to a fine not exceeding Ten Hu peel. 

VII. And it ii hereby provided ^ that nothing in this Act contained ihallox- 
tpiid to prevent any person from letting to hire any conveyance fora month or 
longer period witiioutany such number being applied for aa aforesaid. 

VI II. And it i« hereby enacted, that all fines imposed by virtue of this Act 
shall be recoverable in manner provided for by Act. 11 of 18S0.

Afr. A. B. clnimcil the ditfc'rencr betwern Sand 6 per cent, interest from the 
Slst December IHii4. to tiie date of declared payment of certain 6 per cent Re- 
mittwble Noiestraniferred to f) per cent, loan, and not subsequently to either 
of the book debts. It appeared that the 6 per cent, reraittuide notes were ad- 
vertized for di.^charge in two portions -the notice for the discliarj^e of the first 
e.\piring on the lOtli of August The property of Mr. A. B. in one of the 

two notes, upon whieli he claimed the difference of iritcTCSt, was stated to have * 
been acquired on the 2'2ud Mureh 1830, in the other on the lOih November of 
the same year. As in both instances his right did not accrue until sometime after 
all cliiims to interest at the rate of 0 per cent had ceased, it was ruled by the 
Home Authoriiies in concurrence with tbe opinion of the Advocate General at 
Calcutta, that Wlr. A. Ik's applicacion ought not to be complied with.

In n rase where interest w.*is due on account of stock transfrrred, the question 
arose wlieiher the transfer conveyed imerest since that last half-yearly payment 
up to the period of transfer.

An application in Jt'Od, troin the Governorof Serunipure, in connexion with the 
Ohtate ot a deceased native of Denmark, for permission to administrators of es- 
tates at that setilcinent to administer to property situated within the British 
territories witliont taking out letters of iid ministration in the Supreme Court 
was rpftiscdjOu the ground that the Government had no power to interfere with 
the priicess of administration prescribed by law, except by an act of the Legisla- 
tive Council.

Joykissen t)o9S was a banker in thecity of Benares. By his Wi}], executed in 
Aug. IKI'J, he bequeathed the whole of his property to an^ son that might bo 
berealtpr born to liini, and in the event ot his having no son, to his daughter, an 
only child, tlwn in tbe fourth year Qf her age, and to his wife, and any wives and 
gnnidsons i'l the femaJo line that lie might subsequently hive. If his daughter 
flhonld have a sun, such son was to be entitled to the whole property on his at- 
taining his si.Ktci'iiih year. Certain luontlilv allowances were to be paid to his 
wife and daiiuhter, a house was assigned for their residence, and ornaments uf 
H certain value bequeathed to them. The will also appropriated sums for the 
Tierforiiiiince ^'f the testator's obsequies, and those of his wife, for the marriage of 
Itis daughter, and for allowances toother parlies, as well as a number of direc- 
tioiiN on various points. To carry into elfect tbe trusts and bequests of the will, 
the tesifiioy uppoiuU'd the company bis attorney uiid manager, and in the failure 
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•<if de^cendAnts froin liim, either in the first or second generation, and the death 
of his wife, the company were to succeed to (he entire property, subject to the 
payment of u monthly ullowuiice to his father, p rot idrd lie iisd nut swerved front 
a cei lain stipulai-hiti, and to the payment on ins deal!] of the expense nf his tune- 
ml rites hy a codicil exi cuied in September JH34, he referred s|ieciully to the 
Ihiee. (jnveriiment Agdiits h r the lima ns tin* ofticers of ilie (*(>iiipuiiy,wlio 

would become oliiirped with the execution ilie trnstH of liis will and the ad> 
iHinistiatioii ot Ins e||^ets, and provided (hat If they should decline the duty, iho 
Ecelesiastieal heuisier ot the Siipreiiie Court »h'»uld become hU Executor. ,foy-> 
kiosen Doss died in December ISlio, ieaviiig a widow and tlie daughter above re- 
ferred to, hii only child. 

It appears that on the. above facts being brought to the notice of Government 
it called upon its ag( nls to udminisler to the will of Joykisrnn Dons ns execu- 
tors. These gent lemen prayed to he iihoflied irom uiideit|ikinL' this duty ; nnd 
it was ruled at lloin e that the (unci ions of an executor to a'^will formed no pnrt 
of (he ditties of Cl ov eminent. Fui (her, that in the case of parties dying hues- 
tala, it was necessary indeed that the law slionld interfere to prevent pronertv 
being wasted or diverted to improper eiianiicls, and this duty has been assigned 
to a partii'uliir officer, fini thai if (lie piactiee were saiu tioned of Governtiient 
undertaking the onerous, diHicult, and frequently dangerous ofiice of executor, it 
was not eaty to deteriiiine how lui ii might he earned. 

In addithin to timse gencrul oIijectiitiM, (lie particular case of Joykissen Doss 
was open to several special ones. 'i‘he trusts under liie will were iiiifnerotis and 
complicated, the property tlioiigli nomiriallv large, appeared to be scattered in a 
variety of qunrlers, and much of it to be noi very easily capable of realixation. 
Tiiere where iuige cluiins upon the firms which had become insolvent, other large 
portions were involved in vvha' appeared an alniosc iiiextiicahie mass of litiga- 
tion and mi>.:lii perhaps be further emb irMS'^ed by the hostile disposiihm said to 
be entertained townids tlie dece.-ised by bi.s siiriivinu relations. Under such oir- 
cuinstances it was ruled that i lie fioverinnent would he justifii d in acceding to 
the request of the Gov't iiiiicnt. Agents to he pennitied (o reriogneo tlie executor- 
ship. Further tbul the duty of tiie Goveimnent Agents to execute the will un- 
der review did not necessarily appertain to tlndr luiltlic cliaracter, and its dis- 
charge involved personal liah'ility which could not de-cend to their spccessors. 
Other re.isoiis were stated, ami oideia i'tsiied from Home againslGuvernmenttuk- 
ing upon itself in iutiire sucIi casrs as liiut under review.

Messrs. A, B. and Co. applied to Ciovernnieiit tor an order for payment of 4 
accepted bills for Sa.

Ithas however been decided llnit thU case isuot 
to form a precedent, and that further and most complete security must be taken 
in further and similar cases.

MAiiABLKSuwUR.->T]ie Mahablesliwur Hills, which from the tile of the 
only convaleseeiU siatioii under the Bombay Presidency , are niluated in 17dg. 
north latiinde and In longitude 7ddg. .^(^.ust, and are distant iwenty-flve mile* 
due east frciii the sea, and .oixty nine rniTes from Bombay, which bears north 
S9dg. W. Tiiey from a portion of theexteiisivcclniiii of mountains known ui.der 
the name of tlie Western Glints, or Syhadree mountains. On their Western sldo' 
they, rise with an abrupt and piccipitous ascent from the Coiican whicli tiepnnites 
them' from^the sea; while their eastern face presents a somewhat lesH rapid ami 
siaep descent into the table land of Deccan. 

'1 he general elevation of the station is 4,600 feet above the level of the sea 
while iis highest suinmit attains an altitude of 4,700 feet. It is elevated iip- 
Wiiids of 4000 feet above the subjacent country on the Guncari side, and about 
2,000 feet above the general level of the Deucan nt its eastern base. Its great- 
e^t breablli ut the northern extremity is about 16 miles, and about 8 at it.s 
aouthern boundary. Tiie average direct length north and ^untli does not exceed 
live miles ; through from N. E. to S. VV. it extends diagonally seventeen miles. 

^ Excel lent loads have been made in almost every direction. These already ex- 
tend over H space of upwards of forty miles, more tlnin one half of which are car- 
riage' roads. and the remuinder biidle-paths, and have been so laid out as to open 
lip to the visftor a varied succession ofmountHlii scenery, whicli for grandeur and 
beauty, it is believed, can he equalled in fpw parts of the world. 

Tlie'soil consists priueipuliy of a red clay (formed by the disintegraiion.nrcel- 
Iiilar ferruginous clay-stone, wliicli constitutes the surface rock), intdriiiixtfii witJi 
ihe'debris of trap rock, tiAa in many places with a u^Dsiderable proportiou of 
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decoyed vegetable matter, forming a brovrnmoaid, which isfound to be very prt>>^ 
ductivc. An abundant supply of excellent water is at all seasonH prociirubie, ' 
either froin wella^ which vary from twenty to forty feet in depth, oi from the small 
streamlets which traverse the bills, some of wiiieh ’retain their water during the 
whole of the hot season. An extensive urdficial lake, recently construcieif by 
Ale fi IghnesB the Rajah of Sattara, has added materially to the sup|)iy of water 
already available, whether ior cultivation or ior domestic use. 

The most striking feature in the vegetntion of these hills iS the profusion of the' 
MinmoTi Rrake (Rteris Aqiiilina) which serves to rfcal the associations of a inorr 
Tiorthm dime. A species of CurtMima, the root of wlticli yields an excellent 
description of Arrowroot, grows every wherein the greatest ahundancc. There* 
Is a considerable variety of Parasitic Urchidecp, some of which possess great ' 
behuty ; and the trunks and blanches of many ot the trees, are covered with a 
varitty of Lichens and Miisci. 

Potatoes of excellent quality are cultivated very extensively, both for the con" 
sumption of tho station, and for the supply of the Bombay and Poonah markets. 

A plentiful supply of all the cornmoti culinary vegetables of the best description' 
can be procurcu at rosisonab'e rates. Ttfb excessive heaviness of the rains pre- 
Tents the siiei cssful cuvitivatiori of European fiuits, * 

The villaue of Malcolm Peih, (so named by the llajah of Satara in honor of 
the late Sir Join) Malcolm, the distinguished founder of the station) contains 
six European shops, where r.uropeaii ^applleH of almost evefy descriprion are' 
procurable nt thfabume intes us at Poona, and very little liif;licr than ai Bom^ 
ray. The St utioii is also \i«ited by numerous ilineraut hawkers (horahs) from 
Bombay, whose baskets are usually filled with a varied iiHsortment both of 
Buropeuii and Indian goods. Tlie Maicoiiii Peth Bazar is a tolerably large one 
and is well .supplied \vhh all articles of coiisuiiiption, ‘which arc the produce of 
the coiiiiiry, and gt nerully ai inoderute rales. The mutton, which is small but 
ofexceilont quality, is sold at annas per pound. Beef at 1 anna per lb. Fowls 
at8or4 auitus each. is priijci|)ally imported from Wye, (a distance of 

ill miles,) and is usually about d or 10 per cent, liiglier than in the Deccan 
Firewood is abundant and cheap; grass is of latlier inferior quality. A moiithly 
iierrikjor price cuneiit is circulated for the information of visitors*, but under 
existing rcuulu lions, its ohservunce cannot be enforced on the dealers, though 
they almost invarlubly oonforni to it. ^ 

Mahahlesliwur is easily accessible both from Bombay and from the pHncipal 
stations of Deccan and Ooucan. The visitor from Bombay, l>y sailing down the 
coast to jUuncote, and l.hc.iice up tlie Snwitree river to Miiar (a distance of seven- 
ty miles by sea, and thirty hy ii\er)is brought wiiliin twenty seven miles land 
juiiriioy Iron) (be hills : 01 , ><hould he object to even this short sea trip, he can 
CTi ss the harbour to Magotna (which ifretlVcted in one tide) from which the dis- 
lunco by laud is only seventy miles, along an excelleiii road with a public bun- 
galow lit each stages The distunce from Poona, by an indifferent hilly route, is 
seventy npilt-s, and fiom iSutlaru'oiily tliiriy miles by a very good carriage-road. 
The approneli both frnm tlm Uoncait and trom the Deccun side is at ail tiinessafey 
as I here is no intei venuig iiinule, unit no (lunger to be apprehended from attacks 
of fever, or other diseases of malarious origin. 

This sfation was founded by tlie i hen Governor of Bombay, Sir Joiin IVIiil- 
colm, ill 18*28. It w.-is ceded to tlie Briiish Guverrmierit by' ilie Hajah of Sattara, 
in exchange fur another village, and was subsequently annexed to the Zillah of 
the-Concan. Its European estaldisliineiit consist only of a Chaplain and a Me- 
dical ollicer, tlie former visits Sattara mice a luonthr during the fair season ; and 
during the rains he pertorms the duties of Chaplain at Sattura. The Medical ofh- 
cer is also 8it)>erinleiideut of the station, and a first assistant to the Magistrate,, 
and has charge of a Subsidiary Jail, us also ot a treasure chest fur the payment 
of sick otUcers and their fuiiiilies. A detachment of filly sepoys, under the com- 
%iaiid of a jem>id*ar, is kept up to supply the usual guards. 

The public building.s consist of a 8aiiatariuin (con tuining eight sets of quarters) 
'^and five detsctied Bungalows, tor the accommodation oi sick otHcers and their 
families— a Church, which was built by private sul)!*cription, and accommodates' 
260 people — a small subsidiary Jail, containing sixly^ Oiiiiese convicts who ar 
employed ill the constrantioii aud repuir of roads»a chowrie—anda DburuiuT 
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osnlltth for native traTellers. There is naubseriptlon Library containing upwards 
'Ot'700 vois.y and a Hotel on d small scale was opened in 1843 by Mr. Fascel da 
Souaa. 

The private dvi'eHing-housps are 70 in niimber * of which 53 arc substantially 
builtot hewn alone and lime, and the remainder of rough stone and mortar snii- 
•dried bricks, or wattle-work. The greater number of them are 1 hatched, tiles 
having been found not to resist the monsoon rain. Allotments of ^^olllld for 
building are grunted by government, on a twenty one years’ lease, the pciiicipuL 
provisions of which are,tliHt tlie lease shall pay an annual rent at the raTo. ot'u 
rupee an acre , that lie shall build a substantial bungiilow, and erect suitable 
landmarks on the lioundarios of his alloiincnt, that he shall imt be permitted to 
cut down trees which are close to the public road ;aiul that he shall obey all 
regulations existing in the Mofussil, so tor as tliey are notof a personal nature, 
ixitaie incidental to the possession of immovable property, and so far also as 
they affect the health, safety, and convenience of tho other inhabitants of the 
station. The average sizeof individual allotineiits granted, during the last three 
years, is six acres.

The mean annual temperature of lire stHtioii is 66 d;;* 2', whieh approximates 
very closely to that of the Cape of C-jood Mope, and of New South VValea, and 
ia nearly identical with the estimated mean teui^tcratiire of the globe. The fol- 
lowing siinininry embi'aces the principal particulars of the climuie, as deduced 
from ten years uieteorologicul observutioiKS

The influence of the cliniBle upon llic luallliy ronsiilution, constitutifiir wliat 
may lx termed its physiological action, is siiinuliuit and tonic. In addition to 
the effects which usuallv re^lt fruir ueliantru I'roin a wdim to a cool climate in 


«11 latitudes and at till^elcvatiuiis an impiovemeni of the appetite and of the di- 
gestive and of assimilative functions, and an inciease of inuscular und mental 


«nergy— there are experienced, in greater or less degree, ut this station, a pern* 
liar feeling of excitement, and a sense of dryness and constriction of tlio skin, 


which apj)ear to be solely attributable to the edect of diniiiiislied atmospheric 
pressure, in exciting the circulating system, and in auaineriling cutaneous evapo- 
ration, It is the presence of this latter element' in the conalitntion of jnter-tru- 
piottl mountain climates, which emnliatically distingiiislies tlieinfri in nil other 
climates whose temperature is the effect of latitude, und which will ever render 
them inferior in therapeutic efiicacy. .. 

The climate of this station is inapplicable, if nut positively injurious, in all 
acute indariimatory nffections, in the ureuter number ot oraanic visceral diseases 
in Dysentery, and in almost ail the varieties of Hheninatisiii.— On the other 
band, it has been found beiieficiiii ni uncomplicated interiniitent fevers— iru the 
ittreater number of functional disorders of the digestive organs — in general debi- 
lity, cachexia, and impaired general liealtli (umiccouipained by local disease,) 
whether the result of long con tinned exposure to a tropical cliinatc, or of close 
•ippUcaiioii to official duty and the sedentary lile which ' usuuily accompanies it, 
or of tedious con valracence from acute flisea.s6— in a few forms ol diarrehueo, 


■such as those which depend on simple relaxation of the exhalerit vessels of ilid 
bowels, or which occur in persons o£a cachectic or strumous diathesis— in some 
of I he slighter and more chronic hepatic and spleen affectipns, provided they he 
unaccompanied by any evidence of morbid vascular excitement, general or local 
—ill some varieties of nervpus and periodical headachrs'-iii chronic rheumatism, 
jpccurrlngin a debilitated or in a Caciiectic state of the^system, and unaccoinpa- 
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Died by flnf feverish tendeneyorby morbid Irritability of tlia bowefs'-iii rarf- 
oiis tSt'i'ofiiloua ttffeotJoiis, iind In the preciiri^nry or incipit'iit stage of pulmonary 
ptiilsis^ where there are the iisunl consiitutional iridinttions of the tubercular 
tliuthedis; and ^bere the existence of tubercular deposition in the lungs is siis- 
peeted father thun unequivocally annoiiiu-ed--in the greater mini ber of the ve« 
lying modifications of disorder arising from, or co-exisieni with functional iirerlne 
fleraiigetnent— and in almost all the distases iiicidenlabal to inf.iiicy and cliild- 
liood.w 

The agency of this climate in the preservation of henlih and the *prevention of 
disease is probably greater and more b'-neticial ihunils direct tberapentic ellicacy, 
mure particiiliirly in relation to females mid ciiildren. The practice, which is now 
■ so prevalent in the Bombay presidency, nf withdrawing children from the perni- 
cious influence of the excessive heat of the low country during the hot season, and 
of trsnsferripg them, dining these months, to tliis (einperuie and equable cli- 
inute, has the incalculable beneficial effect of warding ofl'monyof the acute 
attacks incident to childhoodi and more especially to the period of deiitiiion ; 

. of sappurtlng the energies of their constitutionoiianerirerlerelwithiheBu- 
ropean Bthndard during the first years of their growth, when such constitutional 
invigoration s of vital importance ; and of Icsseiiing the liability to future disense 
and future deillccy of coiistitiilion, to which nil children, born and leared for 
some years in this coiiiiiry,nrc more or less liable 

Puhllc B uildings on the Mahahiileshinur Hills. 

1st. The houses ^erected by Governinent tor the accommodation of sick oflicer 
and their families at the convalescent station on the Maliahule^liwur Mills, sre 
placed under the contiol and superintendence of tlie Medical Otticerof the sia- 
tion to whom all npplientions for Quarters aie to be addressed officially in writing. 

2d. Kach applicant i« directed to state distincily t)m description of quarters 
he desires to occupy, tlie period for whirh he requites them, and whetliur he is 
pr oce eding on medical certificate. These npplicaiions will be filed mid complied 
with in the order of tlieif ilates j preference being given, however, to tlie claims of 
officers on medical cerlifieate, and theirsick ianiilies. 

3rd. Officers not on inedioul certificate, will be permitted to occupy quarters 
in the SBnatariuin,on condiiiuu oi their being vacated when required for the ac- 
commodation of sick officers.

Any tenant who does not occupy liis house witliln a month after engaging 
it shall be considered jis having forfeited all furthdr claim to it, provided there is 
any olh er applicant on the list. 

' 8tli. Tile rate of the house rent is regulated to the extent of the accommodation 
and ranges from (25) twenty live to (90)*iiinety Rupees a month ; the quarters of 
the lowest rent consisting of two rooms with out-houses ati ached, ^ 

9t|^. The amount of'Uent due by officers of the Army nr Indian Navy, will be 
deducted fiom their inoiitiily iibstracts by the Public Officers from whom they 
draw I'liy ; that due by other persons In ilie public Bqrvice is to be paid in cash 
to the Officer in cliarge ol th4 Oration, on the first of each month, or deducted by 
him from the aiiiount of advances on account of Pay made lotheni from the trc>^ 
sure chest under his charge ; and that due by persons not in the public Service,

Po ONA.— This station is situated 13 deg. 30' nortli latitude and In longitude 
730 .50’ each. It is distant about 72 miles from the sen, up Io St. Mury’e 
4^hiircli. The Country from Bombay to Khundalla is low heneaili the (jhauts, or 
eomroouly called the Svadree range of mount'! ins whose height is iroin tlie sea 
about 3,000 feet. Although the passage up the Shore Oliaui is comparatively 
easy, a^ was made by that able and scientific Sngineer Captain Hughes under 
ike aui^ces of Sir John Malcolm’s Government: yet tlieie mountain range of 
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hills on the western side are abr'ipt; steep nnd precipitoos, leading into tlieCon- 
con ; and on the eastern side sLou come nimn a table land which ia some places is 
as high as many parts of die riilt^a of the rnnge of Ohauts. In geuerul tli# 
hills rise to the'lieight of from lOUO to 1500 feet. The rowd froiii Panwell to Poona 
isa good Mafhndaiiiizod ro;iil. Tins witli the advantage, of the establishment of 
the Phaeton for Pd'iaiMigers >)v two »>ppur.itc firms wIiohg rates are shown jo a 
note helow renders it e»isv,* This rapid cmiveyance is,l)oth for letters 'and Passen- 
gers, a gretitj.pulilic luM.eiit, and th«' manifest euconrageniont givtMi to the undar- 
takings in question is m dm'ided proof that their utility for expedition ami com- 
fort is aporeciatid hv ilie pulilic. if the traveller however is averse to this mode 
•oClransit, and is deoirons of proceeilni:' to tlie Deccan at an easy pace, a good 
carriage rnad with the advantage of a public KiniKalow at each stage and the 
recent cslablislinieiit of tile Victoria Hotel ut Kliandaiia are circumstances likely 
to render travidlmg lioili coni (•otalih' and pleu^uiil. 

Poona IB now daily giiini.ig in iiiipuriaiice. The appearance of Kiikee from 
Bosregoiiiu is very enlivening; when the visitor sees the pretty Houses and 
systematic rinigcof iiarracks and other public buildings it is uiMinating and 
truly clieering. TiiiMi iigain on nemer approach to Poooa, as tlic visitor proceeds 
along till! .'^iincuin and its pictiire'quc buildings their ni pearance suggest tlie 
idea of being in one of India's ht '«t and coolest retieats ; a little further aiid the 
conspicioiis huilding ciillcd the t'ollectnrrt Ciitchnrry, wliieh eoeshy the name of 
the Pillah” Adawint lorces itself on the eye. On ilie right there is a row of 
Jar ire nnd small hiii;<li:i<rs, ^^ith nreltv pariorres in iront, lending to St.' Ma- 
ry’s ('liurch ; on tJie Noctliein side theie it the Militniy lihiiivy--a good one 
of its kind— con tabling sone tlion«-and of voiiiitn-s, and its takiig in most of 
the newly piiblislnd woiks nnd periodicals affords satisfactory evidence of its 
being liberally supported On the ^^estern side of the Clin'rch is situated a 
tank which retains water during the whole year. On tlie Nortlmard of Hie tank 
lithe Victoria Hotel, lately fstahlished by a Mr. Windsor; und on its South- 
ward is the Preshyterian chapel, which hy llic wsy> is ill adapted for a 
large congr«‘gation, 'particul irlv during the residence' of a Scottish Re- 
giment. Piiitherop to the SiMitliward of the Chnrcli is a row of Bariacks (or 
a European Regiment. The road leads as far asWanorec, neatly a inilies Sou tli- 
east from the (Jhu rcb wl.ere the Horse Aitillcry is .sitiiatcd. The ofticers liiin- 
galows are on a rising ground and many of ihe staff in Poona reside here. W'e 
may remark en pHsMiiit that the *^actiis” so inuch declaimed auuinst by medical 
means causing inaluiias, fevers, etc. bus been wholly lenioved, and substituted 
by Tiiilk-bnsli and other shi libs iis a fence. On the right ot the. Collectors Cut- 
cheriy there is a road Iciiding to the arsenal, where it. meets the principal road 
leuiling to St. Muiy's Church. Tiiere i.s a third road on the light of the lust men- 
^ned where one or two c<iniino(lioiis and pretty Uiingalows have been erected lor 
tlR purpose of iic'iig rented. On the right of the latter is situated the excellent 
Ci'ulcha liiiildirigH called the hislir'ps lodge and Dr. Ducat's Riingalow. 'lliese 
new Buildings coii8iderahl§ enhance the upin arance of this road, wliidi Is called 
the circulur road” and leads across the lii.es of the Fiigiiicer Corps to Ihe new 
Barrack on the easterly side of ' Poona and near the villaue of (iliorpurray ; 
thence hy the Horse Artilleiy lines and round a sinail oblong hillock on the sou- 
thern side of eiiinp. 

The cantonment of Poona now we.'irs n most imposing aspect nud is daily im- 
proving hy the erection of fine Bungalows, iiniturin hedges, good and spacious 
inackadaiiiized roads. The. iiiiiuber of new Shops und other Biiililiiigs lately 
erected In tiie .VJiliriry Bazar has cniilnbutcd much to its improveihent. : and 
every building tliat i.s now eiecttMl has a character for permanency and stability.. 

There nie several Shops lor European goods. In these shops cun be obtained

The nuniHrous iiinuiant iV.iwkcs who come 
about the Camp sell miioh citeni er tliuii tlie ri'|;;iiliir caiHbii^ned i|lio|) keep- 
eis. Tile cost, of Ank'leM of cuiisnnnption in this bozar i;i extremely iif derute. 
Oood Mutton IS sold form 10 to I'i lbs. per rn^X'e. Kecf fioiu li to 14 lbs. per 
rupee. Milk 14 to 15 quarts p'-r rupee. (iriiiiiiiU toiJO peeis (2 Ib-j.^ per rupee, 
liiee froin I'i tu l4 seers per rupee, tint every Article oi cuiisliiii|itiiiu can be 
procured in the city of l*oonn at iielie ip< r rate, sav Inilf a seer more iu grain, and 
u fowl or two uioie ; but the distaiicu Irom Camp makes it iiiconieirent lor mas- 
teistosend their servants so lac lu avail Iheiiiseives of i In* Qdviiiiiii;^es ultcred. 
Very little mutton is sold in the city; such us is disposed of is coiisideiMoly 
cheaper) but tlie qnulity peiliaps will nut be I'oiuid to he so good. If however the 
civil Oentle non of the staliori were, ‘to Encourage tiie cstaiilishmeni of mutton 
shops on the outskirt.^ of the city ot Pooiiu, they, in all prt)hahi'it,v, would be able 
to pet first rate inntton at prices consider.ihly loWei tiiuii are given at ihe Camp 
Baziir. To the cicdlt of the snperinteiKieiiL of Ihi/ais, it ii'iix In: reniurked, that 
although the articles are dearer titan they can he ured lor in the riiy,thcy arc 
generally of the first quality Vegetables at tu he had in iihund iiiee ii/ the 
Camp Bazar ; hot not quite so cheap or Iresh as in the rity. The common 
Cabbage, which, at one time was a rare article of consumption in I'ooiish,. 
is tu he had in the city from 5 to 4 pice a head, i^otatues, of very cond descrip- 
tion, brought principally troin the village of iNeergorah, and Pait in tlm Klniira 
Biidjoonere Districts of l^oonah where they Jnivc been introduced hy Doctor 
riibson, aie to ho hud both plentifijlly and cheap : soiim I'utulocs come to the 
Poori.ih market from IMnhaiile.sliwiii. Miiiiy (jentlcmeii ni lio iihay get a snp- 
plj of Potatoes diieet I'loiii the places meiitioiied. Pniils ol every ilesi riplion 
are plentiful and ate grown in ptufiibiuii in Poona. 'I hen eiiiiineiuiioii may bo' 
of use to the intending or oeeasit nul visitor. 1'he Coinia, l^niiha, Ciiiiiu and 
Mosaiiibiqne iJiangi-s. The l’iii|le, I'licKiii, lloin y pods and llio eominon wliiie 
Cinpes. (jiia\as, liuiiaiias and otiier PlniPains. l''igs, Custard^ 

apples, Bull’s lieuit cn Ituiiitul” and i>tlM‘i I'liiitsurc to le hud in uluindBiiCfi' 
diiiinu tlicir icspK'live seasons, and of the very Inst qiiantitx. 'Ihe Maiigoe,. 
Pomulnoe and I’iiie apple are the tidy exceptions, sueli as are giowii at 
hlaziigoii and other paris eontigiious to Ihnnhuy are estci-med aiipetior lo ilioso 
that are to be had in Poona ; hut wiieie perniuis are desirous oi ohliiming trulls- 
cheap, they must send their servants v:uily in the morning lu u [ilaee in tiie city 
called*' Mundee” situiited near the JooiiawHia, where they will get fruits and 
Vegetables choice and cheap. They are taken tliitin-r for wholesale vending and 
it i.s Iroin this place that the ( amp iiiaikid is .snpiiliid. 

As a knowleiige. of the individuals who have Imu.ses for tent in the Civil limits 
will be useful to peisuns re.*«ortiiig to Poona diiviiig the rains, their ennmeraiiini 
may not be amiss, viz. Messrs. Suiult, Martiimnt, I'ernandez, (lunscn, Aiken, 
Wukenmn, Mct’uddiai, lMi>. Mason. The leiits ol houses are regulntcd according 
to the size, cost, and demand ; and vaiy from 50 to iiiO i ii|iees per inoiith. None 
are to be had during the rains hir a lower rate ; excepliii|> such as are in a line 
with the shops or iteurer the city of Pooim, amt wln-rc, from ilieir construction 
and siination, there is a total absence oi tliut requisite clement, uir. By lecoiirse 
to them t lie object tor which a person tempuruiily locates at Poona is entirely 
irustiuted. « t 

The elimate of Poona is acknowledged hy the Faculty lo ho the best for a re- 
sidence during ilie monsoon. It is i tee from that dampiicss mid bleakness which 
is choractei isiic of the climate ot lioinbay iluiing the wei iiionlli.s The falls here 
lire not so inecssant and seldom or never continue for any h-uoih of lime without 
llie intervention of .sunshine. Taking the hot, coM ami wet mniilhs into consi- 
deration, there is no climate in imlm so congenial and salabri'nis as that of Pooiiu, 
It is not peculiar foraiiy paitieulur diseuse, iiltlio’ us in dll otlier coumrie.*v, the 
inhabiiants have their share of the dificieiit and iinmmeruble diseases which man 
isheir to ; but often it must be leinmnbcied these have bicn caused by lutein- 
-p^raiice, folly, carelessness or by an infringement of the organic laws. Tp such 
as strictly maintain the obaervaiicc of a 8>steni Icver.^e to the above, the climatG- 
of Poona is likely tu agree with the constituiion. It does not, at all events, appear 
dangecons fur any particular complaint, altho’ it may be necessary ill soui^; 
diseases to resort to colder climates for ibeir pet feet cute. 
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'Ihe public Bnlldirgs at this station areas follows. The Colleclors Culclierrj^ 
Civil Hospital I Judges Itesideiire, Pay Oftice, Post Oilice, Police IVlagistrates 
Office. The Arsenal, ComraisSfirinte Department, oiul travellers Bungalow, wbicli: 
is siluateiJ in the civil limiis and wtpo miihU torso iarue a st'ition as Poona. 

the amusement of the Laifies aiiii (leiitleiiifn at the station the Band 
plays twice a week ; once at Sun gum, in the Adawliit compound and at other 
times at a spot marked out between St. |\lar\'s Church and the Horse Artillery 
lines, where acirculur platform is eiected for ilie Jlaiid, and* for about 30 or 40 
feet, theuround is levelled for cairiaues to drive round it. 

The city of Pouiia since the reiun of Shewa'iee, tiie founder of the tract of coun- 
try called the Mahrushti a, has become an impoviant place, and was formerly 
the capital of the Pnisliuas. Shewajee, was succr.cdcd by the following chatter- 
puttris, namely, Siimbaji'e, MuUarjeeandShaoo, and tiien'by the Paishwus named 
Ba'laj'f \Vi‘-iMi;itli, Biijee rao Biiliut or olherwisp called Bajee raoKrst BalUJce. 
Bajeeruii or Nana Sahib, Mahadow nio Bulbil or Mahado ruo first, Narraiii rao, 
Jliiihndo lao, Sf'Cond, mid Bniee rao U:igooinitb who is now a state prrisoiier at the 
Mcred nlar'p cMl'ed Br.iiiiiiwurt on the Banks of the Ganges, near Cawnpore. 
The ciiy was ut one time estiinoted to contain about 1,10,0000 inhabitants, but 
after the removal nf Baiee rao Ibiinliwu with his court and army it lost from ii 
'tenth to a fifth. It is now inhabited by various castes, but the BraliHinins and 
Mahratias may be reckoned as farming the majority. The Bramins are divided 
into two classes, the diblinst and konkanist, and ure cericrnlly employed as par- 
coons or cleiks. The IVtnliruttus hold all the menial siiuaiions under Government, 
Biu li as iHMMis, Jn.Nsoods &c. they also serve pnvute Gentlemen as grooiiis, dri-ss- 
iiig Bnys, nnd alllni* some M shrattas may be seen as table servants, yet 
limy gfiieially consider it a degrading oOice and spurn even the prospect oV.a 
good salary lu Id out to them. Prejudices on this score are rapidly wearing away. 
Tiie city ot Poona may now he co 1 l^idered lo contain IVom 80 to90,UUt) souls, and 
111 its vicinity, the ciunp about 15,000 more, making mall about 1,10,000 including 
Buropeaits and natiies. 

It may not be here amiss to give a brief notice of the last Paishwa’s reign 
Korn grant Duff’s History ‘‘llujee rao the eldest son of Bagnonath rao succeeded 
Alahadeorao Narrayon in 1790 ; after un internal of a year Nana Fiirnaieeswho 
was the Priine minister as his enemy, uiul was desirous of excluding him 
from the Puishwasliip, tint was afterwaids obliged to abandon his design and to 
aid bU elevation to it The Paishwa was not well disposed towards this able 
atatesiiiun, and in ( rder to get nd of him pursuaded Dowliii rao Sciiidia, to scMze 
his perBoiiyiind lo put him into confinement. Itw.'is not lorg however before he 
was released and reinstated as minisier. lie died in 1800 three years after 
Bajee ranis tu'ce^M on ; he Ivl'i no male issue but his widow is still alive and enjoys 
an aniiuiil pension of Bs. l'J,000 per aiinuiii from the Gnveninient. Nona I'ur- 
iidvees had no equnl as astatesniiin in any ol the modern Governments of India. 

wise iDeasuies it H said picserved the country in a flourishing state during his 
administration of the Oliver nmen-t ; so high an opinion did the people enter-' 
^uin otbim tbst when he died it-was riMiiarked that the wisdom and moderation of 
the Mahratia Go^ennnent had departed withlthn.” 

The pity lost a great part of its wealth in the nlunder of Poona in the beginning 
of Bajee rao’s l\•i^llwashlp. It was occasioned by tl'.e Peisliwa having promised 
MMUIutruo ^india two crores of rnpetstor his assistance in raising him to pow- 
er, and having no iricens of paying, wliile Scindia required money for his 
troo[)8:it was mutually agreed between them to exiruct that sum from the 
wealthy inliiibitaiits of Poona, many of whom liad Incalculable sums of money. 
Various inhuman means were resorted to, toeffect this object; and many were even 
tortured to death to make tjiem give up their money and ntlier valuable property. 

The march ot' Testwiint rao llolkur upon Poona in 1803 and bis victory 
over Sciiidia fb the. Paishwa’s united torces in a battle fought in the out- 
skirts of the City. led to Bajee rao’s flight from it to Bayagad and af- 
terwarejs to Ba.sseen, where he entered into treaty with tbe British Goverti- 
inent '' He concluded the treaty with the Brilbh Governtnent even at the 
sacrifice of liis independence, as he was compelhd by the necessity of tbe 
circumstances tu agree to raHiiituin aBiitisb force of eight thousand men within 
his Territory. On this condition the British Government agreed to restore him. 
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ftnfl fo mnfntAin him ngainst all Foreijfn enemies. This treaty nealed the 
fell of Mahiatta independence^ and was one of the m^^st importnnt events darimr 
thereli'nof Bajee Bao, U was ratified nn the 31«t Dpcember 180'i.- The city of 
Poonali was on this occasion plundered . Yeshwunt llao llolkur prior 
to the restoration of tlie Peisliwali, which event was followed by a state of Peace 
for 14 years uniil the tinal war in 18i7 wMch led to the overthrow ofthe Peish* 
wall and the snpteiuacy of llie British Government. 

There in manifest improvement to he seen now in the city of Poona in the 
coiisti notion of good liuad'*, thro’ all the leading thoroughfares ; in the erection 
of coiispicfiou!i mid neat Chowkies ; in the cleanliness of the streets; in ti>e liiiild- 
Ing of uniform shops by priVMte iiidividiials in the principal public streets. The in- 
terest sliewn by Qoveriiiiient for the he»lth and hiipuiness of llie iuliiihitants by in 
these improvements is compensated sombwhat by the population having erected 
some excellent ipdifices and many old dilapidated buildings have been put in 
tliorough repair, a eircuinstiince quite unusual before. In havin:; moreover con- 
tribuied in money half tlie expense for the consiriiciion of the Diiurn” or 
dhara which Is now Hniahed uiid is colled by many nf the inhaintants ‘‘NnlPa 
Dhuni*’on whose recoiniiiendation the Government had sanctioned its construc- 
tion. This Dhurri is situated in the N; \V. direction of the city, is a great pub- 
lic benefit, not only for plungers, but in coUectiiig a quantity of water for 
drinking, washing and otheyAiulHniry purposes for this portion of the city. 
The old Sbngiini Pool orbrlt^e' situated In the west end of the city has been re- 
moved, it having been considered useless to repair it any Inin^cr. It \v.is up- 
wards ot 20U Yenrs old, A new one is being constructed under the Snpeiinteii- 
dence ofthe road and tank Department which when completed will be a great 
public benefit, us well us ijiipnrt an impuUe to trndo in the traffic froip the 
IVfawiils and tlic ( onoan. Many old and dilapidated houses have been destroy- 
ed and now ones erected with the uiateriiils but, on smaller scale. The houses 
now erected are seldom more than three stories high, formerly they were erected 
as high as five stories. 

The Joona-warraor the Peishwo*s Palalace was one of the principal huildingt 
belonging to the FeisliWii, both in respect to extent, and grandeur; It was built 
by Bajee Rao, the gi and father of he, who is now a state prisoner at Bruhinawurt; 
the Builder was a warrior of no small stamp, and it wns from having siRiinlized 
himself in some undertaking with Shamrajeeol Sattara (hat he was uppointed by 
him Peishwii of Poona. Bnt however valorous or intiepid tiv niiaht have 
been, he did not indicate any of the Mahraita craft and cupidity of Sewajee 
who alone extended the lerritnrv ofthe Muhrastra, and leit his successors very 
few countries to subdue. When Bajee Rao, the Builder wns erecting this build- 
ing, and had hud got to the height it originally stood, intellij^ence hail in the 
meantime readied Shninrajee of his desi'^n, wiien he sent word to him lo discon- 
tinue the work, and think of protecting the people undei his cure, sword in huntf, 
in the open field ; rutlier than remain shelteied in a large fortified 'limise where 
he would be able to display lit tie of his valour or entr>rpri.oe. This rebuke put ^ 
stop to a design whidi had it been conipleted wuifld have placeii it in competi- 
tion with any edifice in India, rcinurkablo for extent, and Hltituiji'f*; us it stood it 
Wns a building ol great magiiificeiue; iiiniimerHhle and gorgeous were the npart- 
'ments, and the materiuls wvie principally if nut all ofTfintmr, uini of a dosciiption 
and size unetjuui to wiiut one can possibly conceive. Uudi lieiim is e»timat«(l 
by the blatives to hrive cost Rs.OUO, but as Natives are in the h ihit ofex ggerating 
thiii'js two or tliree fold, we should suppose it to he the inedinni which is Us. 2.30. 
More than this it probably did not cost. The ontwnrd appcariince of it was so 
grand and engnalng that no one could have mistaken il foruny other Building 
but thtft which besr befitted the rrsidence oi Royalty, a splendid and sub.siantiul 
wall like that of a fort environs it, togetlier witli two larae Gates, the one fac- 
ing the Nqrth alM the otlier the East. It has also 7 Bastions equidistant from 
each other, and Guns might be locuted thereon, but very innch lu thedeirlinent 
of the houses surrounding. 1 1 is not too much to su; pose that Guns were fired 
from them (tho’no certain information cun be procured) from their being some 
light ordnance placed on the top of the North Gate, which hasa pretty wide sur- 
fice on top with a flag extending in a centrical position. The building stonil siX' 
srorfea hiah,and the sixth story wa.s ealled the Giinpiittee Mahal, whusc festi- 
val was celebrated there, with much illumination, pomp and graudsur. 
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AeiTciimffttnto, not leAvreinarkobletliftii erictousto tbo Inhabitant*, happ^nerl 
in thid Mahal to ona SuwaheeMaliadorao Nurruin Feishwa , a youiif man of 
vary promuliig talpnts, whilst a few of his staiesinen wara in attrndaiice on him, 
he at the time was labouring under a paroxysm of fever, when he luada a rush 
and leaped through the window on a risieni close by. Such was the force 
trith which he fell that the pipe bf the cistern went ihrougli his ihigh, and bis 
body was so mangled nnd disfigiiied liial tiie pour young Prince did not sur- 
vive many iniuiites alter 3 and notwithstand»rg the agility of one of his atten- 
danta'in endeavo uring tosaveliiui from the latl by laying bold of his aarinent,- 
it was too friigile to sustain ins weight undsavo l>hii from liis impending fate. 
Aftdr the death of his linher Narrahnao ninny selieiiies were in practice by seve- 
fa! persons so get the P( iMhaaahip, but it having been diBcovered that (lungahia 
His mother was pregnant, willi liini.it put an end to all their plans. Hut still the 
question wus uinlecided whetlier the child would be a male ope, on which ac- 
count they i-esniveii on pretence of currying her to a place of safety, to convey 
her to the foit of Poonendhiir, a place about 14 miles Iroin Poona, that in the 
event of its proving to a female to sutistitute a male child. Por the further- 
V ance of tbe|design, several Bruhimn women in a state ofpiegnancv are saM to 
have been conveyed into the Port ut tliesuiiie time: it fortuiiutely liowerer hap- 
pened to be in>ile child, whieli prevented all oluiidestine procetMiings. This la a 
circumstance quite fresli in the memory of the Natives to this day, and they even 
say Mint this Prince reigned before lie waaborn. 

As it is not our iniention to dwell lonir on incidentnl circumstances we shall 
revert to Ihe Palace ag.iin. Tins Palace was very lofty ; its terraces command- 
ed an excellent view of tlie whole of Poona, its adjacent villfiues iind' scenes. Par- 
hutly tlio* a shree,or siicred iniiige of no t>m:ill eminence, when on top of this edi- 
fice iiappeared of medial height. Its pointed Temples iiilcrspcisi d with trees, a 
few toweriiia over the bolldirhjH oil the lull iiiFoidt'd gra>ifiuatton and deliuht 
seldom to he met with uinid the nionolony of liuii.in sceneiy.— Kirkee, whose 
plains and < isirig grom ds ate inemurable ter the associations they conjure up both 
to the Englisiiand Natives, afibnied nil encliaiitiiig view when seen from the top 
of this Building, liainhoorda, a village contiguous to the city oi’Puona was distinct- 
ly visible with its lofty Palmira and tiiick urove.n of BHinbnu trees growiriu at na- 
tures will, without art or care ; niid the course oitiie Alonta rivet impelling its 
rapid waieis between but li places, and foniiiiig a jimctinn with the river Moola 
close by, called by ilic natives **8unguin,” opposite to which a fauious statesiacTi 
had his lesiiJcnce during the I’oonu war. It was ihen thui Sungiim should liavo 
been viewed in its riclWuhes, u truly picturesque spot ; lime mid its harrowing 
influence li-is made a gi eat ehiiiige for the worse, owiti'z prinei|)>iily to its being 
robbed of its roiranlic semhlaiiee bv cutting down inniimerabie trees then growing 
wild, and in llicir stead erecting piibiic hiiildii gs. It is to 1 )k regretted that S'lcli 
^a metanu'i'.pliose should li.ive been completed tor imd it continued in its former 
•tate it would have uiforded tlie visitor inexpressible debglit. Sunguin how- 
^ ever cannot be said to be robbed of all its beauty } .iheie is a fragment of it 
Still remaining. Sbcrabai^, situated on the S. W. side oi tlie city can 
be seen to no sifpill ndvmitiigc. It is situated ut the foot of Parbutty Flili, 
and is a spot to wiiich many resort as the scene for rocreation on native 
festival days: its b<'aute( us asi^ociations attract many a rider early 
in the morning towards it, and to inhale its fragrant iiiui odoriferous herbs 
aboiiudlog ill this enchanted spot. The advaritnuesot the pure air, unobstructed 
and uricoiitaritinaied by native fumes, and the coniinanding situation of this 
edifice must haxebicii a sourceof plca.sure and enjoyment without its alloy lor 
titose who in succession got liie Peishwusliip ; arul'tlieii again to look around Us 
precincts within the wall|, on tlie great number of touiit'dns playing and throw- 
ing forth their crystal drops on the water excite feehnus of Rdii>iralion--ad- 
mirable and pri'pos8es!<iug as these scenes were and some-iiof them still are,^ 
could the vitilor wish for any thing oiore than to gratify his de3li^eb^ being 
sltiiatM on an emiiieiiee of this discriiitioii, and Imve tlie advantage ot seeing 
with one view all the prospects around him— liow pleasing, how gratifying 
these must have been to the princely inhabitants oftliisoiice truly niagnificieut 
Palace. En liable indeed must have been their situation ! 

All who may ciicose to pci use this will regret tliut a catastrophic should have 
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••purred which h«i made to fine a hui}ding«-a larae of heap of mould I Thii^ 
Palace was consumed by fire in 1D27 •nd Ihe confiagration lasted seven days : 
«very possible exeition was made toazlinguish Ihe fiiebut nllhoutjAvail : very 
liitle timber, a lew beams of the lower apurlmentsnnrl some of tne eitjolnlnic 
offices where the flames could not extend its ravages, were saved There are soniA 
fragments here and there reinviuing which will give the ciirionssome idea of its 
former excellence. The cuuse which gave rise to tlie Are is not accuiately known : 
someiupfioae it to be dr*ne by prisoners sent to work there, and oilien attribute 
it to accident by having kept a piece of fuel opposite a bea^m whicli took fire. It 
it genera lly supposed to liavo beeiiwilfully dqne. In Irony to Kiiropeaiis the natives 
say it was a visitation from ** Esliwui' for depriving Bajee rao ol his Countryand 
.Palace-— the (loxernment liiid inatamorphosed the place intothe Civil Jail as be- 
ing well adapted for tlie safe custody of Prisoners. It was in conteni plat ion lo 
establish u piiblif Bazar, ns well as stationing the Police within the precincts of 
the walls. Tliis was decidedly n good plan, hut why it has been abondoned w« 
cannot uceountfor. In the lute iinproveinerits nindc in tlie City, a room has 
been erected In eiich of the Buniions, and oiiKinaliy intended fur the difierent 
Native Gnuris on Poona, hut this idea would also appear lo have beer^ abandon- 
ed, as tiie apartments are now unoccupied. 

The ^llOoke^wa^ra was the next in importance. Itwasflve stories high. b|it 
it was not quite so perfect in architect iiral strength and stability : it was tiiere- 
■fore deemed expedieiti hy professional Engineers to piiil it down, snd with Ihe 
inateriaia 3t. Mary’s Chorcli was erected at Poorin: TJie apartments of this build- 
ing were soniewhut inferior in size tothe Shimworra. 

Ihe Bnodwar Paluce ; nr comiiionly called IhcBoodwor wsrrti, is the only dwel- 
ling liouse of liie Paisliwns ofaiiv significance wnrili seeing. When Ponna was tak- 
«n by the Hriiisii (ioveriiinent tlie upper series ofapar'iiieiitson ilie thiid story were 
not completed ; lliev wi re subsequently finished h\ Goiemment under the Super- 
Intendeiice of the Collector. Tliis Palace in tliree stones high. The fid floor is oe- 
oiipied by the Fouzdar, the Police Officer of tliu City, and in a line with it there 
is fi large and hHiidsonie terrace for Promenade iind it in t been for this the 
Palace siliiiiied as it i.siri the heart of tlie (Mty and ciowded as it is with large 
Ponses would make a comrortiible lesidence.

Palace iS'iii great iibiindunce and iioiiiiritf can equal iis puiiiic convenience and' 
coiAfort, indeeil one of the greatest blosiiips bestowed on this populous City by 
tlie Pdsliwa was ibc bringing of water from Kutrag watar-f-ill to the City of 
Poona hy an aqueduct, wlieiice it i.s conveyed by iniiior pipes to all parts ol the City 
tothe diiferenl cisierns constructed for the reception of waier: tliese cisterna 
are generally divided into iwo, one side is iiiteiulcd for the Brahmins and 
the other for the Mahrattus and other Hindoo^, from wiiich cisterns they 
take water for drinking and culinary purposes : near ihese reservoirs

Independent of thar^chools above enumerated iliere are two otlier'^Bcbool* sup- 
ported Oy Covernrncni, si touted in ^h«>lkelWBr Fait in a building called Talim 
Rhantf. There is a fifth Govetnioerit school in Hustius Fait and occupies a room 
within this Sirdars pii'iuises. Besidi'S the schools supported by (invernraeni, there 
are about otlier rchools in the City oi Foogu supported by Private Individu- 
als, but the instruction received in theiA' is not quite so good as that obtained 
in the Ooveminent Hchools, us the Govcrnntent school masters have undergoe a 
ref^nlar and ay Hten;i tic course ot studying. There is a miwttionary school intltis City 
' far which ^ large House is hired in tlie street culled lliu“ Jop Kliaiia” and is well 
attended by Urahinina and Maiiratha Boys. Considerable attenllun is paid to their 
iUbtruciion b\ the inlssionaries at the station. 

' The Police of the (''ity of Poona was organized in the year 1841 . Their strength 
is 348, Having a Fonjdar on a salary ot Hs. :200, u Deputy on Ks. 50 per month, 
with a siiperinh^ndeiit of Police at the head of both, who is an assistant magis- 
trht'e. The Fonjdar is vested with the highest Judicial Powers allowed a native 
local Pimctioriary in accoidance with Beg. XII. t^ec. X Lll. His powers are not 
toexceM ordinary iinpusoninent without hard labour for a period of 2 .inonlbs 
and a fine of ^0 Biipees. 'J he Deputy trios no cases but has to go his rounds at 
night and to make his report in the morning to the superinteudentof Police, The 
cases tried by these fuiictlunarjes tan be either annulled or confirmed hy the 
Silagistraie on an appeal being made by the dissatisfled Part) ,or if the sentence of 
incarceration in any case bn beyond three months Tlie IMagistrate is the highest 
.Ittdidal authority for the city of Poona and the Districts attached tliereto.The Po- 
lice of this City is genenilly spoken of as being very efficient and creditable— 
i'rimes would appear 19 have been diminished considerably since its organization 
and what appears worthy of remark is that when robberies areperpatruteil, those 
concerned are soon discovered n rid property seldom or never escapes recovery. 
Gang robberies, which were heretofore very 1 requeue on occount of the wealth of 
the Iriliabitaiits, never occur now. This is owing mainly to exemplar/ European 
supervision. 

The Building of Gates to every ** Gliul lee” or minor street tends more than any 
thing to the pieventioii of robberies in dark and dismal Ig'nes witliout the pos- 
■ibilTty of detection. Large Gates have also been erected to all the outlets trorn the 
Ciiy which prevent the easy facility, the robbers hitherto bad ot making their way 
out of the City with stolen property. 

The trade of Poona has f.i lieu considerably to what it was during the former 
Governments. Iron and nil other Articles of consumption uje on the "increase 
owing to the abolition of all Transit and Town duties andallobjectionableinu- 
nuclpal taxes which has doutliss given trade afresh siiiuulus, as nothing could 
have corrupted the energies of a people naturally apathetic, and thwarted eiiterprles 
than taiing trade and tradrimau. Clothes such as Sanees.Dooputas, Pagodas, Ete. 
were ro a 1111 Ate in red here, but ot course to no very great extent : they were princi- 
pally brought from Nassirk and other places ; but siill the present manufactures 
hear no proponion to what they ^re dining the native Governiuents* The Ban- 
kers end the Shroffs have met with considerable lo 8 ‘>es in their sources of "’firotic 
from various causes. The stoppage of the Tanksul or Mint of Poona is one The, in- 
trodiiciioii of the Coin puny’s Coppav currency is another ; qiid last not least llieea- 
' tablisliment of the Bombay . Batik. w>icli precludes the necesbily of the public 
«vaili«g iheiuselvis of the method, of remitting money 10 dillerenr stations in 
lii^a by Hooiidees. The only source pf profit leit the Bunkers now is th,e lending of 
iii^ey nn miexceptioimble security, such as on the mortgage of property \ littlpor 
po value la set mi houses and perisiielile property, money is readily lent on prlvata 
estatn or by the deposit of Jewels equivalent in value to the money lent. 

Aa It vay uot be uiiinterestini^ to know the number of the principal Sivdaria 
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«Qfl men of rank irbo are residing in thia populous and important City, itrltli % 
brief sketch of their Political elmiacter, possesfiioiis &c. we shall atieiirpt here to. 
give aconseciitWe, account of those only who permanently leBidn In it. There are 
many who hold possessions in the Poona districts but do not reside* in the City. 
Of these ludiTiduals it Js not our intention to speak of. but it may not be irre- 
levant to remark that of this class some have their Vukeels or Aifents in Poona 
who are their repreaeniatives witin the Government or its locnl Oflicers , 
in all'AinHtters connected with their Chiefs. These Kirdara being .'snen of high 
rank, theirfAttants are ti*ta ted with considerstlon and lespect by the Govern- 
xuent and its local Oliicers. It is indeed by such courted^, conciliation and at- 
tention til the natives of India that the reputation of the British han risen so 
high. WhiMon this subjei't we will here quote a passage from Sir John Mal- 
colm’s work on central India which will be useful to a novice entering upon 
the Civil or Military Services in conduoling himself tqwarda the naUvas qf In- 
dia when posted into the Motuasil. ** The people of India must by a recurring 
sense ot benefits have ainends made tlieiu (or the degradation of cunt inning 
subjects to foreiun^ masters and this can alone be done by the combined efforts 
of every indivldiial employed in a station of trust and responsibilily to render 
‘^popular a Government which tliouuh not natural, has its foundations laid 
** deep on the principles of toleiation, justice and wisdom ”

pur annum There are several brothers and each possesses a separate es- 
tate The collective \alueof the estates is supposea to amount to Bupeea 
11,00,000 |ier aiiiiuro. This individual occasionally resides in Ponna^nd lias a 
■warm, situated at Shunwar Pait. The Meriichk nr or otherwise calledKhe I’ut- 
Wurdhuiis, afforded valuable assistance to the British in their hostilities with 
Tippoo Snituri when en route to iserinpaputain--they are said to be a brave meri- 
torious family. 

KuggonaUirao 1st Class Sirdar is the son of the late Wittal rao Nursing 
Veecb'oorkur, a very great chief, in fact he is one of the cliieftnins in the Deoraii, 
most of whose .lagheers weie ofuncient dure. < Hesubmiltul to Sir John Mal- 
colm with the Paishwn. Tiie whole ol his personal property was revtored to him 
on tile strong rec< minendut ion and promises fndd out to him by Sir John Mal- 
colm. The whole of the father ’a Surinjuin posses.sions have been continued lo 
liis son sniouiiiing to Hupees 40,OUO |ier anmun, and Govcrninerit may deem it 
necessagy in Its wise policy to coiiiinife all, or a good portion of to the next 
male issue, in order that so great and importnnt a fatniiy may not break down 
or dwindle into insignificance. '1 he present incumbent has a warra in Shiinwur 
Pair, near the Temple of iJliankesliwur : he conducts himself with credit and 
respeciabiliiy and keeps up the dignity ol his rank. 

Bulwuiiirao Mahadeo Basiia, was the giuiid sun of the first British Grantee 
Mnhgilen Bastia ; lie holds u surinjain of the value of Rupees 60,000 per an- 
iiiiin. Husiia's father was the head of a large and respectable family, he left 
t^e Paishwar after Colonel Adam's affair. He had sent in overtures to the bU'itisli 
troops from ihe village of Senudeh where he had retiied on condition that Jils 
persiiTial Jauheer nt 60,000 und 20,000 Rupees more from, bis former Jaghcer in 
the Carnutic should be restored to him. It would appear be wasunjuntiy and 
without any good cause deprived of liis Jagbeer by the Peishwa : it wsa restor- 
ed to him in oppositinn to i^iat prince’s wishes by a cJaiipe in the treaty of Poo- 
na. Rejoined the Paishwa in the begtning nf the wur and gaieno proof of at- 
taclime'tit to the British Govemment until the Peiahwa’s flight In the direction 
Chandii, where it Heema he endeavoured to supersede Appii Suhib the Paish- 
wa's brother, to throw himself on the liberality of tlie Kriiish Goveriiinent ;it was 
Indeed owing principally to liis pursiiasion ikut Appa Suhib didcooe In at a lata 
period. Re was friendly to the British during the war, aiM from his having 
conducted himself with a real respect towards Government whose system- he 
never liked, ev^y personiil consideration was shewn to him by the British Go- 
Ternment. Adj.^lphinston stutes that his ion is more respected tbaaany Chief 
in the DeCwi, and is persoiiully worthy of considoraiion himself. His palace 
at Poona was occupied on the capture of tha City by part of the British troops 
io the loss of a large po|tioii of the family archives, His son is to this day 
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)iichly^'rup«eted hy tli« inbaliittnts and acts toirords thaGofarnioent nrlth^wat 
attaehmant and fidt^lity. The Rnrinjoni i>njoyeH hy ihiacliieftHin will it » belier-

The Peishwa was iotlebted iti 
large Snma to the p'esent inoumbcnt’s fulher on nccnunt of money which ho 
hadl ent the stale; whieh cMiTum»tHnre ciinsed l^stia liiinself to incur debts, 
a portion of vf^iirh, as his meiiiis pennitteil, his son lepaid. 

Kam.n<o 'JVimhiu'k is ii Sinlar nf the fiiHt rliiss and hy the death qf his* cou- 
sin Abba Poorundlierry bebeeame tbu head uiid repieseiitative of the Poo- 
rundherry family, said t.o lie one of the greatest celebrity in tlie*Deccpn. Mr; 
VTardeffr/ Deputy Agent, in sneaking cf this family siatos tliatils |ise Is exactly 
roevtil uilh the circnmsfRnee by wliirh ilie person hnldirig the Oftire of 
]V»i«bwa obtained that influer.ee wbicli enabled his snecessor to usurp the roy- 
al aiithnrily nnd which nUimaiely led to the imprisonment of tJie lieredilary 
sovereign of the. eonnlry.” 

The first. Po irnndiieriy named Arr.biijee Punt Pool nnd, berry was dewan . to 
the Peieliwii l)alU>jee Vi«sooriHih, when he was nominuted to that Ofhcein A.,D. 
1713 hy His ?lighne«>8 the Tlnjult of Sattani iind rereiied also from the ffajali 
of S.itl.ira the title and iiiithoriry of moo'alik ; a personal serinjam of about 
Biipee8j7^f)U0 was also referred upon him. His son Mahadojee Piint succeed- 
ed him : be Vas attached to the Peisbwns Bnllajfe Bnllal and liallujee RaJiM- 
ran. During the adiiiinistration of the latter he volimtHrily resigned his Othce 
and -retired on n pension of Us. 20,000 and an additional personal snrhijnm.of 
a lark nf rupees per nnnum. iJe «>as then succeeded hy lii.H son Nelknnirso 
who on p%iiigii nnzz nr or present was nlh>w(-ii to adopt ‘Nilkiinirao Mahadeo 
romnionly called Ahha Ponrnndherry who held a portion of the Forii surinjam of 
his Father, wli'cb imioiinird to a little better than 2 lacks of rupees, and a per- 
Boni4 surinjam of about 4(t, 000 Us. per annum. 

This individual having been n paitioular and iiitiinale friend and favorite of 
Bajeerao, possessed erett inlluenee tvitli him ai-d other men of rank in 
Poona. He well known by tiu! neople of the Deccan iind ishigbh resprcted 
by them : he is supposed to have Imd conviderahle influence in the CoiinciN of 
the state, Jn all the dangers and di.sasti-iH which hefel the Peisbwa he was 
a Steadfast uiid fnillitiil iidhercnt to the last, >ind hence ills said that, he and 
his oependants followed the ion lines of their King. He ucqompanied Bnjeerao 
in his flight and was with him wh8n he resigned liis ry^al autliority to^ir John 
Malcolm. This gieat and noble adherent on the resi;iiHtioi) ol the Peishwa trans-* 
ferred his allegiance to the Hritisli power i.iid leiirrd to ^as*tnor on a perlonai 
senninin of riU.OOd linpees per nni.iim On Abba Poi>r'jndiierry fiiiding hia 
liis health decliniMg ; overtaken by age and inliriiiilieH and being ciiildless 
he applied to Goveriiiiient in the year to allow him to adopt a son who 
should succeed to the suriojiirn thui iind been granted liiiii. The (Government at 
« that time merely sanctioned ilio aiio|iiion wilhoiit continuing the suiinjain. This 
Birdar deferred the ado|itioii till he was ta ken seriously ill and on the point of 
death, hut his carcoons and ilependents liaiing fnlsely repie^ented that the 
ndoption received the snnc.tion ol on ■; ttr two inemheis of the civil service when 
Mr. IH phi nstone ordered the lesompiion of the eaiaic which had legally lapsed 
to Go\eriime.n I : hut lor this cirriiinstniiee occnriiig the resumption in all pro- 
iTtbility would not have tuken place This decision Jioweier entailed consider- 
able hardship and poverty to the adopted son, hut on a strung recommendation 
from the Bombay (Government in the year 1832 to , the Court of Directors, a 
snrlnjam to the unniiul value of Ha 25,000 has beer lately coiiiiniied to the 
adopted son Ham rao 'rrimbiick fro'm the dato of Abba Poondherrx’s deoni.

He pos- 
sesses an Enaiii estate of the value of Us 60,000 per annum, is a very resprctiible 
t man, and resides in ids own warm in Sudasew Pajl mar Kalla warra.

The little “ Day ol Virigorlu^’ is coiiipletejy »bi Iiend Inuu eiery point of the 
compass, tbe south alone excepted,— When it blows tresh from that ijimrler (a 
rare occurrence, and always of sliort dniation,) the liiiie traders make a fnir 
wind of it, and run to ** Maiwan,” ( 18 miles iioitli) w(|ere tiiey remain until the 
wind changes. I'he road -stead of Vingoiht is also, good. Vessels of any bur- 
then ina> be, within three miles of the shore, and receivn or discharge cargo,' 
with as much ease, and as little inconvenience, of any sort, us at any other place 
of commercial resort. 

There are about eighty hosts at all tiroes avuilaldo to carry goodq. The trade 
of Vingurla is chhfiy eonfiiied to the staide, — Coiti>n. This anicle is exported 
to Bombay, during eight months of I he yen r, in laige qiiaiilities The value of 
this branch of the revenue has increased, in the luit three years, twfhefoici.

iorty are eoiittnntly. being paaied, and that the place, itaeif. ia evidently, luaking 
wpld itridca toward commercial importance, it certainly doea teem atrarige, that 
jometbiiig liaa not yet been done, by way of improving ir, aa a landingand aliip* 
ping Port. It remalna, hovre ver, to this day, literally, as nature left it. 

The group of small Islarids, about eight miles West of this place, com raonly 
deaignated the Vingorla Hocks, yield a email i-evenue to Ooverriinaut, owing 
to tbe famous Birds'-nests,” so' Inphly prized aaaii edible, by the Chinese, 
bolngfiMind upon ilieni-Tlie Hocks produce about one hundred weight of nests, 
annually. 

The Village of Vingorla -may contain about 5/)D0 irdiabitania , has a^tolerably ' 
.good Bazaar and locates between twenty and thirty native merchants. These 
are yearly increasing. There are, likewise, a commissariat, and . three private 
agents In tlm place. 

The ** Travellers’ bungalow” (which is now an cicollent, and commodious build- 
ing, having lately been tlioroughly repaired, and improved). is convenientJy aitiia- 
tedf within five minutes walk of the landing'place. Tne only- other public premliea 
wre, a amall.house, occupied by Uic store sergeant, and a sort of seiiii-Fort, known 
as the “ Factory.” It is a larce, and very strong building, having three tiers of 
spacious apartments. The lowest are used ns depositories for Treasure, and arsaiial 
stores. It is surrounded by a high, loop holed wall, at each of the four angles of 
which there is a sniall bastion, capable of mounting six guns, a pair of strong 
■Gales, with a small moat, three quarters round, complete the ucfences. The 
open space between the wall, and the building itself, is flitiDd up with exteiniva 
-sheds. 

The ** camp'*, which was formerly a large and regular cantonment, is eligibly 
situated about two miles from ilie Village, occupying a fine circular plain, about 
Ihred miles in diametrical extent, and bounded by a belt of hills, verdant all tba 

J ear round. Here the military out-post, which usually consists of 150 men (which, 
y.tlie way, it too weak for the geperal duties, and choractar ofthe surrounding 
soiintry,) under the command of a captain, and Subaltern, the medical oflicer 
(who is, gcnenilly, an apotiifcorv) and assistant Collector of Sea-Cusioina, (when 
the latter Is not on circuit.) reside. The public buildings at the camp comprise, a 
■fine stone built Hospital, or Barrack, capable of accommodating ^oro forty to 
fifty persons, with good out-liouscs, and a well attached ; a small native hospital, 
Magazine, und a guard -room, nil well built, and regularly kept in repair, by 
Government, The ** Linos,” and ofllcer’s quarters, are temporary buildings only. 
There are but four aubstsmlial private houses. Eight reginiente co'uld, with ease, 
enoainpon the plain, without at all Inconnnodiug one anoilier. Ttie place, ge- 
nerally, is extremely healthy , and would, there cun be little doubt, make an 
excellent cnnvulescent station. Hhciimatic complaintSf in partieular, it is known. 
Instantly yield to the genial influences of itaclimate. Ctiolera, small-pox and fever, 
BO previuant in the the Konkun, generally, seldom visit Vingorla, and when .eaeee 
do occur, they are vary mild, and few in mimber.

. is Nepaul, Thibet, and Ava ; and on the West the Presidency limits extend as far 
as Bceloocliistaii, since the newly conquered country of Scindd is reckonsd a 
part of tlie Bengal Presidency. 

Tottnir j/.— Greatly diversified by lofty mountains and plains, fruitful, valleys, 
and level ground. The soil of Bengal produces every thing requisite to sustain 
life Population of Bengal proper, was in 1838, 29,710,061. The Presidency 

■ of Bengal contains 306,012 square miles. 

Governtnent —The Governur General is nominated hy the Court of Directors 
subject 10 the approbation of the Crown. This exalted fnnclioiiary is generally 
aided by a Supreme Council und Uie Coinniander-in- Chief, and assisted in mat- 
ters of jiirii>priideiiCe by a Legislative Council appointed by the Court. 

Proefuefs — Kice, Indigo, Silk, Cotton, Opium, Ivory, Tobacco and varloue 
kinds of drugs ; also Sugar, Hemp und Bax in abuiMiunoe. 

Calcutta.— Tlie capital oreeat of Govenniient u situated on the W. branch 
of the Hoogly 100 miles distant from tbe aea. 1300 inilos Bast of Bombuy, 060 
South Beat of Agra, 1060 South East of Ikdlii und 1030 North of Madras, it 
'it the great empuriuiii of Uriiisli India whence resort ships of allnutinns. The 
appearance in approucliinu iroiri the river is very magnificent and sufficient to 
entitle tbe metropolis to the term by which it is gonerallv distinguished ^'Tho 

■ city of palaces". The town is about six miles in length but very irreuular In 
breadth. The bouses of the English and the wculiliy Baboos are very elegant : 
a few of the street 9 are wide but for the most part tliey are narrow and crook- 
ed. The fashionable part of the city is oalli-d Gbowringbee ; the mercantile 
part of tbe city, iaoompiisvd between Clmndpaul Ghaut and the mint; The 

^ city ia surrounded by a circumvallation designated the Mahratta Ditch. 

The tanks are numerous and well Bu|>plied with good water; they are 
annually replenMied from tbe period icul rains. 

On the Bast bank of the river, at tih end of tbe Rsplunade and about a qair- 
ter of a mile below the city, is Fort William, a magniffeent work in tHe form of 
Hn octauon, but so large us to require an extensive garrison for Its defence. It 
Is Biifiiciently capacious to accoremodate the whole Chnatian population of the 
town. The works are stated tohavecost two millions sterling. The garrison 
'Vaualiy consists ufoue or two Hegiments, acomplin^ritof Artillery and a num- 
ber of artifleers employed in the arsenal. 

On the Western aide stands the palace or residence of the Governor erected 
by the late Marquis Wellesley whilst Governor General. One hundred and 
-forty thousand pounds sterling were expended in the erection. Captain Wyatt 
of the Bengul Engineers was the architect. 9 

For the administration of justice there is Supreme Court and Courts of Appeal 
from circuit or Mofussil Courts of 1 iv/ and Criminal justice ; several l^liee 
'Offices, and other municipal establisbinents. 

Calcutta contains several Colleges, Literary and Scientific associations, 
amongst which may be eiiuoieratcd, Bishop’s College, La Martinlere, liiiiduo Col- 
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MailrPiSRi Sanscrit College, Asiatic Society, Lyceum, public Li- 
brary and several private seuiinaries and iouiidaiioni. The public bulldinge 
are not nunieroae but neat and soma very crediAible jj* of these we may mcntlonp 
(government house, Ocliterlony mnnument, liiihop’s College, Town Hall, La 
Mnrtiniere, Metcalfe Hall and St. Jolm'a Cnihedral. 

Like every other place In India the popnlatiiiri.has not been correctly ascer- 
taihed, for as the Govfrnnioiii duca not impose a poll textile mere ascertaining 
of the number of inhabitants is regarded with indifference. A census was at- 
tempted by Captain Birch, superintendent of Police in Jd37, which set down the 
population at only TiO,7U&, of which 144.8ii3 wore males and 84,812 females. A

Buiull hills, whicii iinport a barren aspect ruth»r de- 
ceptive, as on closer inspection a more favourable opinion is foiiiied. The beach, 
on which is erected the public utliees and storehouses presents an animated 
Bcene. Within a few yaulsof tliesia are the fortifications of Fort St. George, in 
which aie most of the'inilUnry olfices of govenunent. 

The appearance of M oil r<is is widely differeui to Calcutta or Bombay as the 
European part ot the town is sii.alL , the respectuhle part of the coininunity live 
in handsofiie re»>idencies fn>iu two to ten miles distant and repair daily to the 
town for transacting business. j 

lladraa is an open roadstead with cencruUy a heavy swell and surf. The bosta 
used for coininunicatiiig with the shipping nre called Massoula boats, and are 
iiiiide of thin planks of tainarlnd wood sewed togeilier, havin^r over the 
aaains some straw Uitiead of caulkio^: thus c< nBtriiated they yield to the waves 
and the smdy bescli like ledher, VVbeii ibe weather is very unsettled or boister- 
ous, a flog is hoisted in front of tiie master attendant's oHice and at such timea 
these bwats are interdicted from quitting the beach. At such seasons communi- 
cation is kept up betwixt the shipping in the roads and the shore by means of 
catamarans, which consist of two nr three logs of wood secured together. These 
are also used during lair weather fur the purpose of conveying fishenneii, &g. to 
the duties i^f ilieir avocation and are occasionly seen at a distance of eight milea 
frota the shore. 

Port 8t. George i»a atrong and handsome fortress, originally planifrd by llo- 
Mna, the celebraied engineer. It is not so extensive as Fort William at Calcutta, 
but aiiperiur to Fort George at Bombay ; and as it is situated so near the Sea it 
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poiinsei natuml advantage! and raqnlref but a moderate garrison. In the oantrv 
vtl Port 8t. George ie the original fort Hret erected but at oreient eonverted Into 
Governinent otHcei. To the Southward etande the t'hurch ol .St. Mare: to the 
M. the oM exchange on which in 1702 a Uightlioufe wss conet nicietl but eince 
de’inoliefied, and a new one hue been erected on the eeplmiade neiir tin Biach. 

Tlie'lnhahitants of the city of Madroe are within the jurisdiction of il. M*c. 
Supreme Couri of.juilic'i'nre, which conebtsol a Chief Justice and Puisne Judge. 
The practitioners of the Court consist of nine barristers and fourteen anomies 
iriciusite of those who hold sltiiarions connected wiili the Court. There is also a 
Police (itticearid » well rtgiilaW Police estiiblishment. 

The public buildings are few, but sre very neat and interesting in their appear- 
ance. Of these may he enniiierated the oflices, of the Board of Trade and Cu»tom 
House, which are elckfiiiit and cominoiiious The Haii(|iitii-Hall is a nuut ererlloii, 
asa'sotlie .Madms University and Medical College. The ('Hiheilr.il of St. Thomas 
and. Vepery church are wortliy ot‘ uiention. By far the liundsoinesfc ecclesiactlcal 
building at Madrasis the Scotch Ciiari.‘h ilediq^led to St. Andrew ;for biauty 
and el' gaoce of internal striicliire and urrai.'gnni-iits it scarcely possesses its equal 
in Giirope. It cost, tlie writer believes, about three laliks of rupees or £'UI,U00 : 
the cenotiiphon the Mount lloud, to*Lbe memory of the Marquis CorawallU, is 
worlliy of remark and coai n largeasiiiii ci money. 

Thu residenci' i f Die (Jovenior is a spacious dwelling stationed on the edge of 
the Ksplaniiiie, on llm Choultry Pl.iin. and near it are Ciiepuiik Gardens and 
palace, the residence of the Nawniib of Carnatic. The Uoveriior has also a 
liondsMiie residence at Giiindy, a few miles from .\fa>ira8. 

There are Heveral ciniritiiihic insiiintiaiis lo which the Hnropean residents sub- 
scribe h.iiidsoinely. I hese consist of the iniiitnry mule and femala Orphan Asy- 
lum, Protestant charity .vchooi, Vepery male uiul feinule s^ods, Naijva 
Education Society, Bishop Cuirie's GMiinimr scImoI ; Mount Road inDla |nd tb- 
nale schools, St. Andrew's Parochial school, Fiienii in Need Society, Alegar 
Choultry, pliilanlhropie associaiion, &c. 

I'liere are several .societies fur the cultivation of various branches of science 
and literature ; i he puhLisli(.d transactions ot these associations hour ample evi- 
dence of their nsefnlnes'* and tlieuniuuut of v,iUu> infonnai ion they contain from 
time' 10 time, aifoid ngreeablc leisure to thuiV writers and convey inieresiing In- 
fonvatioii to the reader. « 

The nil live inhabitants consist chiefly of Hindoos who speak the Malabar and 
Telegoo lungnu^. The naiive tovrii is large mid tlilokly populaieii, the streets 
ill general cieaii and regular mid partake ot the iisnul ciiuructuristics of native 
towns. There are several Hindoo Pauodas uml Miilioniedan mosques. 

The population of Madras consibts ot about 8,000 Buiopttans,and East Indians 
and 5(MV)00 N allies.

Sltaa^iort and Bxtent.«^Van Diemen's Land is an island of the Soatli l^cfBa 
lyin^ between tlie 4[8t and 44th degrees of south latitude, and f44lh and 14m 
de^frees of east longitude. It is not quite so large as Irelond. It was discovereS 
by a Mutch navigator, named Tasman, in 1(^4^, and by him obtained its present lii- 
liHrmonluus apii^ation, in compliment of Van Diemen, the then governor of the 
Dutch Bast Indies' For a Idbgth of time it was erroneously oonjectiired to form 
a portion of the mnliilaiid of Mew Holland. Indeed, there are muny, otherwise 
informed persons, who coiieeive Hobart Town and Sydney (although eight hun- 
dred miles apart) to be towns of one colony, and perfectly contiguous to each 
ether. 

HobartTown --The metropolis of the settlement owes its selection to Colo- 
nel Collins and dates the commencement of its history from February 1804, at 
which period it was founded with the view of forming a depositary of refractory 
criminals, and a grain depot. ^ 

FOREIGN SETTLEMENTS IN THE EAST. 

Fuuboh Colonial PossKdiifoNa in India.

PoN'DiciiBituY.—This is aWent nnd pretty town, situated oo the Coromandiel 
coast, about 00 miles south of Madrasr. It ia the capital of the French estHblisb- 
ineiits, and for order and cleanliness it surpiisses an> of the Hiigliiih settlements. 
The town is divided into tiie wliite and black seciions ; thescpaiaiion beina nsde 
by an artificial nver with an evtioisive quay on each side, and two roirs of pcpul 
trees. The streets are w ide and clean , the houses built with siich regularity 
thatcvery residence participates in the genial intliience of the sea Breeze. The 
Oovernment liout^e is a small hut hands'inie resid nee occupy ng one side of the 
esplanade. The Cour Royaie al&o occupies one side of the quadrangle called ilie 
Bspiaiiade, and near the beach is a fine Ijighrlious^' and six pieces ot cannon. Thb 
surrounding country, included in the se.tleinent, is laid out in rice, indigo and 
sugar piantations. A fair amount of trade'is carrii^d on witli Koiirbon and Franc 4 *. 
Population 80/il4 j consisting of 759 Buropoans, 851 gens a ehapeau,^and 78,568 
natives.

In the year 1784, III! Iht! (mliticul pariiesin F.ncriand hnd becoiiin convinced 
that some very innteihii ebanuein the Go\(.Tnrneril of the East>Iiidia Oonipany’s 
extensive ucquisitioi'N ol territory in Indian was iinli.sppnsably necessary. In 
this crisi.v, M r. Fox bioii^ht forward hi.H Itnnoua IiuJia Bill, tho grand object of 
wliicli was to nbolitti] but il the Court ot Hireetnrs and the Court of Proprietors 
of the Fust-lndlii f'oinpany, nml to wet ihn Ho>eri)mpiit nf liulia in the hands of 
seven cofjtiniBSionerf , Wfie to be apiMuiited by Porliarneiit. 

The cottlilioii biMvvt'ru Loid Noith&id Atr. Fox had rcudeied llieir ndmiiiistra* 
tion exceedingly ui'popuhir, and tluMr opponci'ts uud the (\>inp.iny took advan- 
tage of the uiipi piihii tty ot ilu! ndtiisiiy to iiLiM> an extiaordinary elaiTiour 
Hguhist this India Hill. The i'onip»iiy sRgii.atUt'd it as nn lii«ushiii of tiicir 
cliartered lights. Mild the opposiiiuii | tuty iei'roM'iUed the parliatnc^iitBry noiiii- 
nntion of coiiiiuiaaiuut'rsBsa diirmg invash'ii of the L'roinii, tind on, jiisidioiia at- 
tempt of the minister to render hiiii'*elf all poueilnl by ineHiis ot the patronage of 
Indm. The Hiil passed Ihiongh the C'ou mous, but, in consequence of the po- 
pular ferinont which had been excited about it, and o! the a \ owed disupprobatton 
of the King, (he Lords threw it out, and the defeat overthrew the coalition 
ministry. 

Mr. Pitt formed a new ministry, and in a new Parliament he secured a decid- 
ed Oiajority in boili houses, and carried his India Hill successfully into a low, 
controlling the Company In the Governincnt of India by a board of Royal Coni' 
miBsloners. 
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On the f 8 th of May, 1784, the Act of Parliamnit of the 34111 of George the 
thini, chapter the twenty-fifth, received the royal Beeciit. U empowf^re the King 
to Appoint six Privy Councillors lobe Goniiuissionera for the Aiialra oflndif 
one of his Majesty’s principal SecrcCarh s of state, and the Chanceltor ofthe ex- 
chequer, for the time heing, always to be two of tlieni, three of whom sliall make 
a Hoard, and ihe Secretary ofSti.te to be President, and in this abseurn the Chan- 
cellrr of the Hxclieqiier, uiid In the absence of both, the senior coutinisfiooer siiftlt 
be President. The President has 1 he c«i sting' vote. The King may rvivoke Die 
commission at pleasure luid appoint new coininia.tiuners. 

'I he powers Ilf this Hoard are very tfreit i they have the siipcrinteinlencn and 
control over alt the Bridsh 1 errilori.il pes-e-sions in*the Cast indies, tiud over 
the afffiirs of the United ('orii polity of Merchants trading to the East Indies. Tim 
Court of Directors of the hast Indiii Conipnny, must, if required, lay ull tlmir 
letteiB and p:i|i«rs to nrd fiom India I'cfore this Hoiird, und rcceiud their orders, 
and if they are not contained theicoith, they cun uppeal to llie King in Coniicil. 

Neither (ho coiiiniissioners nor (lieir chict b'ccroiary me disqualified from being 
elected Memhers of Parliament. Counuis^loruTs am to liavf ucenss to ail piiitere 
helnnpin>j[ to the Couijutny. The t oinpaiiy isboitnd toileliver to the Hvurd I'n- 
pies ol all minutes, Ac , of both courts, conceining tbo (lovcrnriient nr revenue ; 
und to obey all orders rtilating thereto; and incase of delay, tbo Hoard is ciu- 
pfiwered to forward its own despatches to Tiiiiin. 

Ill 1780, the Aetjit *2fitli (»eo. IJl-, e. ol. oi,*cte’l a Uoyul (;r>nrt of Supremo 
Judicature in I id ia, ami provided that Membcri of the Hounluf coinmissiuncrs 
should not compose part of the new coin t. 

The 28tli of Geo IH., c. 8 , empowered tin; Hoaril to ilirsct the payment in In- 
dia, of the expenses of ruisnig, ri.iiisporting, and iiiaiiitiiining roynl troiqM to tho 
iiuiiiher of 8,04.> men arni ol (Annpimy’s Kuropvun |.»rces to fli« number of J2,00|> 
men iHcludiiij;, ill bolii <‘u.«e.s, the coiiiiiiiiiioned niid n(ni'Cnmini 3 aiontfd ufiicers 
And the !3lst of Geo.

having belli no mHritlme office in the eervlee of the Company for two years pre^ 
vioiis to Ilia propoaed electlfni, and not having under any plea or pretence whatso- 
ever, eialeavnured to obtain dlrcctle or indirectly a rote fur the election of iilm- 
self or any olbar person to be a Uirceior. If elected he takes a solemn oath in 
pursuance of an act paasrd |tbe33d Oeortie 111.) of which the following la the 
anhstance : After binding him to carry on no private trade, to have no dealings 
with the Company v xcppl as a private {ndUldtia\ not to hold any pliice of emola> 
inent iiiiJer the crown He further swears not to accept or take cither any eino> 
Itiment or present (or any nppolntmeiit or nomination of cersons to anv place or 
office in his gift, or that uf the Company, or on account or appointing the voyago 
of any ships In tba Coin pony's employ, or on account of, or any ways relating to 
any orther biisiness or afTnire of tiio Company, and further swears to' he lulibful In 
the Company, and according to the best of his skill and understanding to give lih 
best advice and uasisiaiice fur the support of the good government of the Com- 
pany, Sec. 

The bye-laws enact that a Director must make a report to the Court previeuelo 
leaving Knglaiid ; he hut lui power to remeiii bexoiid the .<eas tnoie than one year, 
and is littbiH to reniovul by iln* Court of Proprietors ; every Director absent on » 
Court day is filled £1. If. i^ix Directoni retire anniiall} by rotation and a>e not 
again eligible for one year, and in case of death nr removal, the Dliectur who may 
he chosen to fill the vacancy, holds it only during (he veimiirnier of (he term wliieh 
his predecessor had to serve- 8even monib's public notice is given of any annual 
election ; pruned lists of ineniiicrs, qualKiiHl cnitdifioUB,nreput>UsheiJ thirty days 
before any cIhc I ion. A ebuirmun iind deputy chuirmiiii are aniiuall y rlio'sen hy 
ballot. The ('ourt must meet at least once In every week ; not less inati thirteen 
Directors form a court ; on all q urstioiiM of importance tlie sense of the Court hi 
tHken by b.illot,and in ease of ony equality of votes, the drawing of a lot by tlw 
Treasurer determines. 

'I'he Court uf Directors enjoy fiiU authority over all matters at home aa well as 
anroiid, I elating to the politieal, ttimncini, judicial, military, and commercial h(- 
faiis of tile Company, (with the exception of matters of the ll^gbe^e Importniice 
entrusted to the Committee of Secrecy) but its pivceedings are suhjeet tu varloas 
nets of Pailianieiii, 10 itie supeiiiaendeiice of the Board of 'hint rol, and In eeveral 
lOiitiers 10 ilie upprovnl of the General Court ns hefure detailed. 

Tiif Court of Directors tlm |miroiia.:e of Indin, and they have power to re- 
move niiy otlicins or sei-xants, except tli'*se appointed by the Crown. They are to 
la> ciTtnin DC'-ourits Hiiuually before Piirii-.uiienl ; to Trsine regulations for tlio 
trade uf friendly inii ions wUh India ; ami lorepiiii. iiHlf-y early on reeriiftiug. 
They expend the revenues of India, and their dccl-<riii| m of an olheer not having 
si-t r ted his ai'coii Ills, renders him iiiellglhli| for i he diieciion, for two years after 
lii'' ivuiiii. They are to frame estimates of Home expcnci s ; iind to rciiiluie iba 
pre*iiiiL>nii(>n of laws in India. Tiiey can suspi^nd ih^t t'onncil boerds in IiHtIa, or 
rednee ihe noinhcr uf their members. The Court of Dnoctorj regulata the distrl- 
bniii'ii ot {> itronnge ill India, and they are specially directed tu take into their 
cuiisiderution, all drafisof laws respecting shivery in lodia, transuiilted from 
India, uud to give instruction thereon.

Till!; COMMITTEE OF BY LAWS. 

The Cliarler of 1C98 invested tlio gvnernl court with the power ofenading iiy- 
laws ; and Ihe flntt geiwoul cninKif the United Oompany appointed t^ommittea 
of fllteeii propricturs, of £2,(MN) of stock, to traine, hy-Jaws. 1'lieir code ordained 
that, that tbeiicehirward, a Coinmitlee i>f seven wa*! to ho balloticii annijiilly, 
in June; but, in I7l(i, ilieCienerHl court ilispcnsod with the ballot, and siibsiitu- 
ted a chi.w of hiiiida ; Miid in 1775, a motion to revert to i ho ballot was iiegatived. 
The Charter Act •d'Ir'J.*) rciulereda levi-ioii of this rode neeessnry, and then 
much latiour ile»6l\0(i ujion the Cnmmitlea. 'Ihe code is to be read nniuially In 
each eniirt. in lim long paritMl of thi! Iheiiy years which elapsed from 1780 to 
1810, the (Joiiitni*lee of by-laws insule hut two rcpoits to the genei'ul couit, and 
during the space of ^eveii entire years, it had not even metal all. In June, iOU 
•t the first Midsniniiier meeting after (ha Charter was renewed, in coiisequance 
of the old Coiiunittee havim: never beefi In the babil ofmeeiing to discharge their 
duties, some proprietors iiitendvd toexpuse tlnir neglect, but the chairman rt* 
appointed the old Coniniiifee of scvcii. Kvcii then, the subject wssbiought 
forward, and the Company felt the need of a reform in the Coiumitte. 

TliaOoiiiinktce appointed to ins|>ect the <'<<mpBny’s by-laws met at the India 
House, ami, oil the loth of February, 1815, they made a report, recommending 
various alleiHtions. 

Amongst the alterations, made, the fnli;iwir>g may be noticed . the Company's 
books of Hume accounts had been balanced on thi>3Mh June ; but becauseihoir 
lintla acooiinis and pariianientdry uccuunis were brought up only to the 3Uii» 
tif April, that date was adopted for the Home account ulso, as lending to ex- 
hibit a nioro correct view of the pecuniary concerns oi the Company. The 
am'ounls at eiuh Pi'csidency were in iniure lo be signed by the accountant- 
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gcneM], on pain of diimbwl on refuting or neglMtlng totUrn them. In tlio 
mnnuil account tnid bofiirUtlM^lutlprlctorf, Ika proriio for including tlie ffuarantro 
fund WM now omlt^fbaenaae thonew CliaMcr Act diractad tuSwuvln wUeU 
that fund was to ba appnpriatod. ThoQmorai accounts oC the Company lauat 
consequently eahiblt ika ataoonf and appiication ; and thererore that part of ibo 
old by-law tmcaoio unnaeoiiary . The enarter of 1793 had obliged the compa^ir 
to supply tonnage for jpiifaia trade; but notrtbe India trade was opened to 
prirate British sblpj end tiierefore the rule for accounts of this tommge was ab- 
rogated. A more correct joheek on the treasury account than that resulting 
from the old by-law was also reeommended fur udopUun. Heretofore^ the law 
was, that every tender should be entered at the same la received, and liuiislu 
upon the records of the Gompaay ; butbeeeufenUuy of the offers for goads 
eontalned so much extraneous matter, and araio long and Incoherent, ihat the 
entering of such into a hook was a werk of very great labour and oi no apparent 
utility, It was rmw ordained merely * that an ahstracr. eoiitainiog the subituoct/ 
should be (forded. As the proprietors of private trade now obiulnedi the right 
to direct the sale* of their gtrads when they please, the old by-law on the sublet 
became useless, and thereiure It was dropp^ in frsmiiig the new code. In draw- 
ing from the bank, instead of the cashiers signature beiiig snltleirnt, it was pro- 
posed, as a more secure cheek on the Company’s cash, that the slsnaiure of a 
chairman and of another director, eountcTsigiieu by the cashier, should be requir- 
ed, and that only the cashier should present the draft for payment. The Secret 
Committee of Dlreetors, whicdi exlstM previous to the Secret Committee enaeted 
in 1793, was revived fer the management of such part of the commercial affairs 
as mUht be of a nature to require secrecy. Coimnltteo of Directors bad been 
obliged to report Immediately to the Court of Directors ; but now, in order to 
enable absentees to inform themselves on points discussed, previoui to reporting, 
fourteen days were allowed for the report. The Committee of Shipping was abo- 
lislied, and those of buying and warehouses were united into one. 

Ill order to invest th«^ cliairman with the suine power as In most other corpo- 
rations, it was proposed to invest lifiu with power to cull a Court of ll/rectors as 
often ns he thought fit, and that no Director should quit tns Court without laavu 
of the cIiHirmaiii Superannuations ot the Horne KMluliUslnnent not to be laid 
before the ueneral court, but gratutUcs exceeding £000 to bu reported to a ipe- 
cinl general court bfiuu: submitted to the Hoard. A committee empowered to 
license exports on the Company’s ships, os it would bo extremely fneouvenient 
to have the smse ol tliirtren Directors on sucti matters Licensed ships to be 
reported aiiiiuaLLy. The Company now allowed the Court of Directors to Invmt 
the C niipany’s money in sbipping for the general service of the Company, that 
is to IiuM Indisroen. . 

In IblO, the CommUtee wus Increased to fifteen members, and was obliged to 
meet, at IcMsf, twice a year ; and up to the year 18;!9, it actually mr-t fifty times. 
Tn theUhairrnan of the Company said, that on no occasion, within Ms niu- 
iiiorv, had it happened that a nooiiiiaiion from the chair had been set aside..

A getieial control over any incriase to a salai y or peiisioa 
exceeding £2U0 a year, nr over any giaiiiity beyond £bU(i, over Ihe creation of 
atiy new otiice at boine or abroad, with a aaltiry exceeding £2dU or uver superan- 
nuated i> I lowunces to athcer<4 and servuiits in Kuglurid. 'iheCutrt can confer a 
Inbttie ol appTob-ition and a pecuniary rewurtl on any siuresinan or wurrior 
whose services may seem to them worthy of such inMiiilestiniuDs ol populargta- 
titiide ; eliiuild the ilunai ion however, exceed the sums before ineulioned, it ia 
eubjeefc to the coiiflriuation of the Huurd of Control ; it can also deiiiHiid oopiaa 
ol VHiious piibilu doeumeiits to be laid betor it lor difcu-sion and consnieration ; 
but by Act of Pariiameni it is prevent^ rescimling, su-pemlrng, revokiiiu, or 
vraryiiig, any order or resolution of the C»ui tot Directors relulive to the Ueva- 
nues, or civil or military Qiiveriiineiit, q/Her the sama tball have received the 
approbation of the ISoard of Control.

Resolution. 

The Governor General in Council remarks, that^e Hale referred to No. XVL 
4)f the Re|[iilations of the 29th January 1840, requires in cose of a change of 
Office, when an Officer is appointed to a higher situation, that he shall not draw 
the higher salary until he joins. 

His Lordship in Council considers it expedient strictly to maintaio this Rule 
as one of general practice, and that no exception ought to be allowed otherwise 
than under special circumstances and exigencies of the public service. 

His Lordship in Councilis further of opinion, that as a general rule, Officers 
ought not to he appointej^ to situations for the duties of wbicb they are not im> 
mediately available. 

When an Officer for the convenience of the public service has been detained 
by an order of the Government in a situation of inferior emolument after he has 
been promoted, in such case the practice abder the Bengal Presidency is to 
pass to lum the higher salary of his new appointment, during the period of his 
Ming so detained. This exception to the Rule XVI corresponds with the ex* 
ception provided for ii Rule XX under the Chapter for Deputation Allowances, 
in which it is declared that no Civil Servant temporarily officiating for another 
•hall draw an amount larger than tlie entire emoluments of the office in which he 
Js officiating, but that the prohibition does not apply to the case of an Officer 
wh» may be deputed for special reasons to act io an oinop^ igUrior emoluments 
to hie own. C 

In order Jto ensure uniformity of practice at all the Presidenices in the bj 9 - 
plication of Rules XIV, XVI and XVll,it is hereby explained that Rule XiV 
refers to the appointment of Civil Servants previously not appointed to a fixed 
situation after their return from furlough. 

These Servants are entitled under Rule XIV to the allowances of their new 
office from the day of appointment^ provided they do not come under forfeiture^ 
by exceeding the time presenbed for joining their station. 

And Rules XVI and XVII are to be construed as applying to cases where 
there is a change of office, with increase of salary, a special coursd being pre- 
scribed with regard to Junior Civil Servants ; they under Rule XVl are authoriz- 
ed to draw the salary of Assistant from the date of their being reported qualifi- 
ed for the public service, unless forfeited through delay in joining the station to 
which they have been appointed.

belter administration of justice within tliesamu’ for appropriating to certain uses 
the revenues and' profits' of the said Company, and for making provision for the 
^ gcKid order and Governrocntof the Towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombdy ; 4t 
was enacted, that if any Governor General, or any other officer whatever in the 
service of the Company, shoii ill quit or leave the pivsidSUcy or settlement to 
which lie should belong, other ihiin in the known actiul service nf the said (Com- 
pany, the salary nnd allowance appertaining to his office should not he paid or 
payable during his ahsenre to niiy agent or other person for liis use ; and in the 
eventof his not returning back to his station at such presidency or setflement, or

to the contrary not wiihstaiiding. And whereas it hath happened that officers, 
well Civil as'M 111 tary, in the service of the said C'ompiiny, who have quitted 
the presidencies or settleieents to wiiich they respeciivfly^ belonged ia conBo- 
quenee of ill lieaitb with the intention of returning to their stations at suclijire- 
sidenoies or seitleiiients without proceeding to Europe, have died during sueik 
leuiporary absence within I be limits of the said Company’s ebaner, or at the
